DEPREDATIONS IN NEW MEXICO. 

SANTA Fr, N. M., Aug. 15.—Advices from 
below are that the situation is more serious 
than ever before as regards outbreaks of the 
Mescalero Apaches. Indians in small bands 
are raiding the country, and it is utterly im- 
possible for troops to come up with them. 
Report@of murders and depredations com- 
mitted by them upon isolated communities 
come in every day, and there is no teHing the 
damage done or the number of lives lost 
since they have been in the field. Thesupply 
of troops is unequal to thé emergency. Gen. 
Hatch isin the field, nqjifying the people to 
arm, and informing them of the movements 
of the Indians as far *as known.

Vessels builtin the fashion devised 
by Picket, instead of sinking their prows in 
the water as the speed imfcreases, will 
rise out of the water the faster 
they go, in such a, way that 
the only parts exposed to the friction of the 
water will be the sides of the hull and the 
neighborhood of the wheel. in other words, 
ships thus constructed, instead of push- 
ing their way through the water, wili 
glide over it. According to the Pro- 
fessor’s calculations, in the accuracy of 
which he has the fullest confidence, steam- 
ers built after this design will attain a speed 
of fgom fifty to sixty kilometresan hour. A 
model steamer is in the course of construction 
on the principle which he has discovered at 
Geneva. The machinery has been ordered at 
Winterthur. When it is ready the new 
vessel will make a trial trip on Lake Leman.“ 
A NOVEL CLAIM, 
The Saturday Revicweputs forth a novel 
claim to-day.

Years ago he de- 
clared that he would rather see the House of 
Lords abolished than compeHed to submit 
year after year to measures of which it dis- 
approved, and there is good reason to believe 
that he means to fight it ont on that line.

WAS IN FAVOR OF YIELDING,

Lord Salisbury is game and full of 
fight, but gladiators of his calibre are hope- 
lesly@uiclassed in a contest with Mr. Glad- 
stone. Should the conference between the 
two Houses fail, Mr. Gladstone will call an 
autumn session, introducing a still stronger 
and more sweeping bill and bid the Lords re- 
ject it at their veril. Some of his friends to 
Gaz go so far as to sav that, if no ar- 
rangement, can be reached next week, 


the Premier will at onee dissolve Par- 


liament and appeal to the country, His 
program would be the Land bill, a radical 
reform of the English land system, the as- 
similation of the borough and county fran- 
chise, the redistribution of seats, and per- 
haps reform of the Upper House. 

THE WORKING CLASSES 
are disturbed just now by the “fair trade” 
agitation, which is making great headway in 
the North, where business is sluggish; but 
on such @ platform they would flock as one 
man to Mr. Gladstone, and the Reform 
Club agents say that the Govern- 
ment would retfrn with an increased 
majority. The redistribution of seats would 
bea heavy blow at the Lords. In olden 
tithes, before the Reform bill of 1852, the 
Ilouse.of Commons was little more than a 
private agency of the Upper House, whose 
members owned the rotten boroughs. 

THE INFLUENCE OF THE LORDS 

in the Commons is still very great, the old 
families being still supreme in the small bor- 
oughs. The extension of the borough fran- 
chise to the counties would bring into the 
lield a fresh body of Radical legion- 
aries, which have a long. score to 
settle with the territorial plutocracy and the 
State Church. Altogether, unless all the 
signs fail, Mr. Gladstone would be tri- 
umphantly sustained, and the Lords 
and the landed interest would not 
long survive their defeat. The opin- 
ion is that Lord Cairns’ advice will ul- 
timately prevail, and that the Lords will not 
suffer themselves to be led by Lord Salisbury 
into a struggle which could only end in the 
establishment of democracy as the para- 
mount force in the Kingdom. 

LORD JUSTICE LUSH. 

Fears were entertained this week that a 
vacancy would be created on the Bench. 
Lord Justice Lush was taken suddenly ill 
while on circuit, and the doctors 
disagreed on the nature of his com- 
plaint. Yesterday, however, Sir Henry 
Thompson performed an operation upon him, 
and a large calculus was removed, His 
Lordship is now doing well, and his recoy- 
eryis all the more probable because the 
doctors have no further exeuse for squab 
bling over the symptoms of the disease. 

Lom JUSTICE BRAMWELL 
wilfshortly retire from the Bench. He is 
eminently a strong Judge, and will be 
much missed. He joined the home eircuit 
as a “hbriefless. barrister” forty-three 
y@&irs ago, and has been on the 
Bench for more than a quarter of 
acentury. He was made a Baron of the Ex- 
chequer in 1856in place of Baron Parke 
Lord Weusleydale, and on the constitution 
of the Court of Appeal under the Ju- 
diciature act, in 1875, he was 
made a Lord Justice of Appeal, 
and there he has ever since generally pre- 
sided in the Court at Westminster, the Com- 
mon law division of the Court, conducting 
the business with characteristic vigor and 
ability. Few Judges have sat so many years 
upon the Bench. 

THE NEW AMERICAN CABLES. 

One special, feature of the new American 
cables attracts much attention here, and is 
very favorably commented on by business 
men. They are the first transatlantic cables 
which have been landed in England. The 
two so-called English cables, controlled 
by the Pender globe-girdling monopoly 
are in fact Irish cables. One of them is 
landed at Valentia and the other at Ballin- 
skelligs, in Ireland. The two French cables 
are landed at Brest, from which point 
they connect with London by small 
cables under the Channel and land 
lines from Plymouth. It results from 
this that messages by the existing 
cables must undergo transmission there by 
the new American cables. The direct cable 
messages are subject to four transmis - 
sions, the Erlanger messages to five trans- 
missions, the Old Anglo messages to four 
transmissions, and the Pouyer Quertier 
messages to five transmissions. The 
new American Cable messages, being 
landed directly at Whitesand Bay, in Corn- 
wall, will undergo but three transmissions, 
and for the first time, therefore, London and 
New York will be put into what may be 
called really direct communication by the 
new American enterprise. 

WIDESPREAD ALARM. 

The stand taken by the Lords against the 
L bill has @reated widespread. alarm 
through the Ministerial ranks. The attitude 
and conversation of members in the lobbies 
to-day are both most instructive. Minis- 
terialists of ali shades had lost the jaunting, 
Self-satisfled air which distinguishes them in 
possession and looked anxious. The Irish 
Whigs wore truly rueful countenances, 
while the ringing laughter from groups of 
Parnellite members gave proof that for one 
section the word ‘* Dissolution” had no ter- 
rors. On every tongue the question was, 
What will be the outcome? Each 
solved the problem according to his 
fear or desire. The possibility of a dissolu- 
tion was recelved with marked disfavor, 
both by Liberals and Radicals, on the ground 
that the Government majority was so great 
and the Parliament so young that nothing 
could be gained by ve 

AN APPEAL TO THE COUNTRY, 

while much might be lost by the growth of

On the contrary, 
their attitude on Friday night was 
defiant in the extreme, and if it should turn 
out that they were merely playing 
a game of brag they will have dam- 
aged their authority with the country 
more seriously than any amount of Radical 
denunciation could have damaged it. It is 
difficult to believe that a public body of the

THE ANGLO-FRENCH TREATY:

Ritchie, Conservative, moved an address to 
the Crown praying the Queen to withhold 
her consent ffom any commercial treaty with 
France which shall substitute specific for ad 
valorem duties in any way injuring British 
manufactures, and which shall bind En- 
gland for more than one year.

MICROSCOPICAL.

THE CANAL PUMPING- WORKS. 

The impatience of the people of Joliet and 
other river towns at the delay in getting the 
promised pumps at Bridgeport into opera- 
tion is unreasonable, and the threat to turn 
in the waters of the Desplaines in order to 
change the current in the direction of the 
lake was at once unwarranted and impracti- 
cable. The contract tor building the pumps 
was let on Friday, and the work will un- 
doubtedly be pushed forward with all possi- 
ble expedition. At the same time it will not 
be feasible to begin pumping operations un- 
til after the close of canal navigation. It is 
necessary to construct a new lock at Bridge- 
port, at the entrance of the canal, and to do 
this the water must be drawn from the canal 
and a coffer-dam built east of the lift 
lock, which will enable the necessary ex- 
haust of water to’ be made. This process 
would interfere with the navigation 
of the canal, and the Board of Com- 
missioners would certainly refuse their 
assent to such a course. The pumping-works 
will be ready by the time that the arrange 
ments can be made for their use. Moreover, 
the people living along the line of the canal 
and river are not troubled seriously from the 
stenches except during the winter, when a 
small amount of water flows under the thick 
ice, and the new pumps will be completed 
and running before that time. 

It is not unlikely that the dissatisfaction of 
the canal and river people has grown out of 
the impression that Mayor Harrison is op- 
posed to the pumping-works, and does not 
believe in their capacity to do the service de- 
sired of them. It is true that the Mayor 
exhibited acurious and stubborn opposition 
foralong time, but the matter has since 
passed beyond his jurisdiction, and he will 
hardly try to place any obstacle in the way 
of arapid completion of the work. But his 
habit of careless, unreflecting talk is con-

after the expenditdére of a vast sum of money. 
The pumping-works will cost less than 
would the strip of new ground on which to 
throw the material to be excavated fran the 
enlarged ditch, and not half as much as 
merely to remove the present thirty-four 
miles of dirt taken out of the canal to make 
room for the new excavation. The coat of 
constructing the pumps and running them 
for a year will net be as large as would be 
the annual interest alone on the cost of en- 
larging the canal. The Mayor should await 
an actual test of the pumps, now fully deter- 
mined upon, before indulging in any more 
hostile criticisms, especially if he is a candl- 
date for Governor. 


THE HALF-HOLIDAY MOVEMENT. 

The movement inaugurated by some of the 
wholesale merchants in this city by clusing 
their warehouses after 1 o’clock Saturdays 
and giving their employés a half-holiday is 
in every way commendable. The American 
tendency, outside the eight-hour leagues, 
which are made up for the mest part from 
men of foreign birth, isto work too many 
hours. Thereis no true economyin sucha 
system. No more business is transacted in 
the bulk than would be done by condensing 
the hours, and the wear and fear upon those 
engaged in it is vastly increased. The busi- 
ness-men of a bustling American city bolt 
anearly breakfast and make a rush to get 
down by 720 or.8 o'clock, and remain 
cooped up in a stuffy office or an 
ill-ventilated store till after 6 o’clock 
in the evening. The hours of the employés 
are frequently longer still, aud the sallow 
complexion, haggard looks, and dragged- 
out appearance so common among the. book- 
keepers, clerks, and shopkeepers of this 
country are the marks of too close and con- 
stant confinement. The bulk of the whole- 
sale. business in the great City of London is 
transacted between the hoursof 10 and 4 
o’clock, and the Saturday half-holiday is the 
rule. Nothing is lost by such an arrangement 
when it has the gentral assent and codpera- 
tion of the business community, for the ap- 
parent loss of time is moreghan offset by the 
prompt and active attention 0 business dur- 
ing the recognized hours. 

We venture to say that the — inter- 
ests would gain rather than lose by n of 
a half-holiday once in a week in which the 
commercial associations, the banks, the 
wholesale houses, and all large busimgss en- 
terprises, where the practice is feasible, 
should unjte. The Board of Trade, we be- 
lieve, finisiies up its Saturday business in the 
forenoon. It the system were once fairly 
established there would be no inconvenience 
in exchanges; nobody would try to do 


could be and would be settled up as clean by 
lo’clock as it is now at 6 o’clock. This half- 
holiday for the wholesale houses would be a 
family day, and women and children would 
enjoy it as well as the men. All would be 
benefited by it. A nifnister of the Gospel 
recently, commending the proposed depart- 
ure in a sermon, pointed out that among the 
Americans Sunday is nota popular holiday 
in the same sense that the day is passed on 
the Continent of Europe, nor even in En- 
riland. It is devoted in large part to relig- 
ious exercises, and apything in the nat- 
ure of amusement is pursued under 
a certain constraint by most people. 
The freedom of a Saturday after- 
noon would afforg an opportunity for 
healthful recreation. It would literally be 
spare-time and play-time. The pater famil-" 
ias could then offer no reasonable excuse 
for refusing to take his children to the parks. 
The people living in the suburbs would have 
an opportunity for visiting the matinées at 
the theatres and copcert-halls who are not 
able to attend in the evening. The prices 
for all kinds of amusements on Saturday 
afternoon would soon be placed upon a. 
popular level in order to secure the attend- 
ance of acrowd. The relaxation thus pro- 
cured, no matter what form it might take, 
would make everybody more buoyant during 
the working hours of the week, and life 
would be the longer and happier without 
loss to anybody. Every wholesale employer

WILL THE POPE LEAVE ROME? 

Rumors continue to increase that Pop&ALeo 
XIIL. seriously contemplates leaving Rome 
and taking up his residence in the snug little 
Island of Malta. He is now a self-incarcer- 
ated ** prisoner” in the magnificent Vatican, 
and more closely immured than ever since 
the violent demonstrations that were made 
by the Roman populace upon the @ casion of 
the recent midnight removal of tie remains 
of Pius IX. to their final resting-place. 
Thus shut out from the world, ignorant 
by personal observation of what is going 
on around him, trusting to his Cardinals for 
knowledge from the outside, his existence 
becoming more and more a matter of indiffer- 
ence to the temporal powers, and brooding 
over his own diseased and solitary fancies, it 
is little wonder that he has become gloomy 
and dissatisfied and longs for a change. The 
Dirttto, of Rome, the Italian Ministerial 
organ, confirms the statement that such a 
movement is probable, though it may not be 
Immediate, since its fulfillment depends upon 
circumstances The recent circular from the 
Papal Secretary of State to the Nuncios tore- 
shadowed it also, as well as a recent circular 
to the Ambassadors at the Vatican. The 
Rome correspondent fof the London Times 
savs in a letter to that paper: 


There can be no doubt that the Pope is sc* 
riously preoccupied on the subject, and that this 
preoccupation bus greatly increased since the 
meeting in favor of the abolition of the Papal 
guarantees, Whether he will eventuaily leave 
Rome or when are questions he has not decided, 
but those who should know assert that he bas 
distinctly made up bis mind not to tolerate the 
slightest infringement of bis dignity. Should 
any such thing happen, it will determine his do- 
parture at once. 


Where there is so much smoke there is 
likely some fire. It is not conceivable that 
the menace of his departure is made with 
the idea that it will secure the Papacy any 
hold upon temporal power again, for that 
time has passed forever, and none know it 
better than the Pope and the Papal Conclave. 
The people of Italy would never consent to 
it, and the Republican instinets of the whole 
civilized world would oppose g restoration of 
clerical political rule over protesting 
Roman Capital. 

And yet itis this very point which lies at 
the core of the proposed removal of the head 
of the Church to Malta, and it is worth con- 
sidering. The Romish Church was at the 
hight of its power when it had the control 
of the temporal power in the “States of the 
Church,” with its Capital in Rome. Its gov- 
ernment was a pious political despotism, and 
the citizens were kept in subjection to the 


French bayonets. Theyavere stripped of every 
political right. ‘They had no partici in 
the Government of the States of the ®hurch- 
and no municipal or State representation. | wor 
The Vatican was the fountain-head of all 
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plicitly enforced by foreign soldiers. As 
primary education was controlled by the Con- 
clave, there were no free schools or secular 
education. As opinion and knowledge were 
dominated by the Conclave, it censorized the 
newspapers and prescribed what books 
should be read. The peopie were under as 
complete a paternal system of tutelage as 
the orphans in an asylum. 

Tois species ot clerical despotism contin, 


ned until Mazzini rose in revolution, and 


deposed the Pope as a political King. French 


cannon and swords reinstated him, and kept 


him upon his temporal throne until the ex® 
gencies of the war with Germany necessi- 
tated the withdrawal of the French troops. 

When Victor Emmanuel marched upon Rome, 
upon the earnest invitation of its citizens, 

the people en masse rose up and received him 
with tears of joy. ‘The temporal power 
of the Papacy was forever dissolved and 
Rome became an integral part and the Capi- 
tal of the Kingdom of Italy. Since that 
time Rome has been a self-governed Runici- 

pality, governed by its people like other Ital- 
ian cities. It has doubled its population and 
quadrupled its wealth, and it has recognized 
the presence and position of the Pope by vot- 

ing him a half-million dollars a year for his 

support,-which the late Pope and his present 

successor have somewhat ungraciously re- 
fused to accept. 

The Pope and his Cardinals, the Irish and 
Polish Bishops, and the Ultramontanes of 
France and Spain would now reverse this 
policy, make Rome a clerico-political centre 
again, regardless ot the rights and wishes of 
the people, and restore the temporal pawer of 
the Church. They want control of the gov- 
erning authority, a standing army, ear- 
nal weapons of cannon and gunpowder, and 
Ministers at the foreign Courts. This is 
what they demand, and it is because they not 
only feel that the people of Italy will never 
grant it, but that the democratic sentiment 
of the world wil oppose it, that they are talk- 
ing of the removal of the Papacy to the Island 
of Malta. Such being the case, and the con- 
test being a hopeless one, if the Papacy can- 
not remain in Rome inthe midst of a free 
people, governing themselves, it would be 
the part ot wisdom for it to remove to Malta, 
where, under the shadow of a neutral Prot- 
estant Power, it can enjoy its spiritual rights 
aud privileges without coming in contact 
with the civil rights of the Roman people, or 
being in any danger of collision with the 
temporal power of the Itallan nation, or of 
exposure to the temptation of wishing to 
usurp it. 


THE PERILS or THE IRISH ‘LAND BILL. 

The Irish Land bill, upon which the British 
Parliament has labored for a whole session, 
is now imperiled by the inability of thetwo 
Ilouses agree. There is a solid majority 
in the Commons of 120 for the bill, while 
there is about the same majority in the Lords 
for certain amendments which in the judg- 
ment of the Commons are destructive of the 
objects of the bill, and therefore inadmissi- 
ble. One of these amend uygpts will explain 
the animus of the whole. 

Under the Land bill of 1870, intended to 
protect the tenants, it was provided that 
notning therein should prevent the tenants 
by contract waiving any of the conditions of 
the law. Thereupon all the benefits of the 
law were defeated by the landlords includ- 
ing in all the Jeasesa contract waiving all 
that the law provided for the protection of 
the tenants, and the tenants were coerced 
into signing suclhleases. 

The Lords have now attached to this bill a 
provision that in cases where the rental is 
over £100 ($500) the right of the parties to 
make their own terms shall not be interféred 
with, This is the repetition of the clause 
which destroyed all the efficacy of the act of 
1870, except that it is limited to leases where 
the rental exceeds £100, which would cover 
most farms containing over fifty or sixty 
acres. If this be adopted, then the landlords 
have merely to consolidate the small farms; 
they have only to lease together farms now 
renting separately for £60 and £40, or £70 
and £35, or any number of small tracts mak- 
ing an aggregate of £100, and thus release 
them all from the protective operations of the 
act. Such an amendment would perpetuate 
the abuses of the present condition of things, 
and add to the barbarities of the rack-rent 
system the expulsion of one-half the oc- 
cupants of the land by the consolidation of 
small farmsinto larger ones. This would 
probably throw a million or more of people 
now subsisting on small holdings from¥the 
land to the roadside, and thence to the alms- 
house, unless they should perish from 
starvation, or be hauled away by the authori- 
ties and placed on the emigrant ship. 

Gladstone refuses to accept this tricky 
amendment, and several others of a like 
treacherous and injurious character, aud the 
two Llouses are brought to adeadlock, which 
can only be broken by the surrender of the

right the Government might dissolve Par- 
liament on the general issue of the refusal 
of tha Upper House to carry out the will of 
the country. But the Lords have dextrously 
evaded that issue; they have passed the bill, 
und only claimed a few amendments, which, 
however inconsistent with the purpose of 
the biil, are within, in public estimation, 
their just and proper legal rights. 
The issue presented by a disagreement on 
afew amendments would be too narrow on 
which to arouse public indignation in En- 
gland, and the struggle would probably drift 
into other issues which have arisen during 
the present session. For instance, the retal- 
iatory tariff issue—whereby a portion of the 
British manufacturers and all the landlords 
have become advocates of protection—has 
already produced great excitement in certain 
districts hitherto largely Liberal. The pres- 
ent Ministry has also abandoned Afghan- 
istan, and yielded the Transvaal to the Boers, 
after defeat, and on all these questions may 
encounter defections which might at a new 


election reduce its majority in the Commons. 


In the ease of the Reform bill in 182, 
when the Lords rejected the bill. though it 
had a majority of 150 in the Commons, fur- 
ther action was postponed until the. next 
session, when a new bill was introduced, 
passed, and by an immense vote sent to the 
Lords. ‘That body again refusing to accept 
the reform, resort was had to coercive meas- 
ures. The King authorized the Ministry to 
create a sullicient number of new life Peers 
to overcome the Tory majority and pass the 
bill in the Lords, but the latter House lid 
not wait for the execution of this authority, 
but enough absented themselves to allow the 
Reform bill to become a law.

A QUESTION OF „ IN LON- 


The Grand Junctiom Water-Works Com- 
pany of Londen has been summoned before 
one of the Courts of that city to answer the 
complaint of some of its customers that it 
has failed to supply them with a sufficiency 
of water. The cause of complaint was thus 
stated by a Mr. IIull, a poulterer of Swallow 
place, Hanover Square: 

Last February he requested the Company to 
lay on water to premises which he had built; 
and he paid 10 shillings to their survoyor for ex- 
amining the works. He seems also to have paid 
in advagce rates for a half- quarter. At first the 
water Was duly turned on. But the supply 
proved insufliciens and unsatisfactory. Matters 
did not improve as the summer advanced. 
Water came only irregularly during Juue, and in 
the fierce beat of July, when a titul suppl 
was a requisit ot hea th, it conspletely stop 
for days at a time. 


This raises the practical question whether 


there is an obligation upon the water com- 
panies, which are paid for the service to fur- 
nish a constant supply, that can be enforced. 
The London Times says the Water-Works 
act of 1847 makes it an offense to neglect to 
furnish an owner or occupier with a supply, 
and that a later act, of 1871, stipulates for 
“a constant supply of pure and wholesome 
water, sufficient for the domestic purposes 
of the inhabitants, constantly laid on at such 
a pressure as will make such water reach the 
top story of the highest houses.“ 

The manner of supplying houses in Lon- 
don is different from thatin use in this coun- 
try. There each building is supplied with a 
tank or cistern, agd this is fillea once daily 
by the water company, and the occupants 
draw what they use from this tank or cis- 
tern. The institution of this suit has given 
rise to a full discussion of the water question 
by the papers of London. This discussion 
not only includes the quantity of the supply, 
but also the quality of the water. 

The Times publishes and indorses the fol- 
lowing ofticial report on the manner ot sup- 
ply in dwellings: : 


Sin: May not the cause of the alleged mor- 
tality from diarrhea, referred to by your corre- 
spondents, Mr. Baldwin Latham Mr. R 
Aitkin, be attributed to the ia tem- 
perature, and the general bad condition of the 
drinking water which ensue under the circum- 
stances described by me in my official —— of 
the examination made of the water au ed 2 
the metropolitan water companies outing 
a te of June last? On this subject 1 — as 

ollows: 

“Much of the water delivered for domestic 
purposes is constantly deterivrated after leav- 
ing the companies’ mains by the dirty state of 
the cisterns on the premises of the consumers. 
Many of the cisterns, tanks, and butts for con- 
taining water, especially in small terement- 
houses in the metropolis, are in a * 
ing and filthy condition, numbers 
without lids, and full of rank — 
growth, garbage, and other impurities; and, be- 
ing exposed to the immediate effect of the sun's 
rays, the temperature of the water is raised to 
such an extent as to make the water not only 
quite unfit for potable purposes, but to render 
it dangerous to health. On closer examination 
more or less organic deposit is apparent, and 
under the microscope the water is found to 
abound in infusorial life. The purest water in 
the world would be poisoned by such a disgrace- 
fui sysfem of storage, All cisterns should be 
properly covered and be freauentiy cleaned out, 
and every care should be taken to prevent the 
contamination of the domestic supply after de- 
livery. Now, as heretofore, it appears to be the 
rule in building a certain classof houses to 
place the cistern over the water-cioset with an 
untrapped waste-pipe communicating with the 
drains. These cisterns are often left open, 
and reguiariy receive the: drippings from the 
rovfgand gutters; they are. moreover, in close 
proximity to the dust-bins and other filthy de- 
posits. In the better class of houses and in 
many public buildings the cleansing of cisterns 
and tanks is frequentiy neglected for months, 
and, in some cases, years are permitted to pass 
without any examination or cleansing taking 
place. The only remedy for this state of affairs 
Will be found in the establishment of the con- 
stant supply system, and the consequent total 
abolition of these unfit receptacies. The water 
companies gre being urged to extend t con- 
stant suppTy in their respeetive districts with 
the least possible delay; meanwhile, and until 
the system of constant supply is completed, the 
owners and occupiers of houses should be con- 
sidered responsible for the consequences m per- 
mitting such a condition of things to exist.’

The danger of chronic debility, result- 
ing from the inroad of fever, the worry of 
long confinement, and the effects of the hot 
weather, is always present. The people of 
this country must continue to feel serious 
apprehension every day and every hour until 
the President shall be actually convalescent

THE committee appointed by the House of 
Lords to formulate the reasons of that boty 
for amending the Lrish Land bill so that no 
valuable feature remains has published its 
report, which, in short, is that the bill inter- 
feres with the so-called vested rights of the 
landed proprietors, ete. The Pull Malt Ga- 
zctte, the recognized organ of the moderate 
Radicals, of which Jolin Morley, its chief 
editor, and Mr. Joseph Chamberlain are the 
leaders, declares the crisis brought about by 
the Lords as serious, even dangerous, and 
warns the Peers against precipitating a con- 
flict with the people, as it will probably have 
a more serious consequence than they 
imagine. It advises the moderate Tories 
to organize demonstrations in favor of the 
passage of the Land bill as it passed the 
Commons, and makes threat that if the Lords 
dm not yield a popular agitation which will 
demand the abolition of the louse of Lords 
will be inaugurated. The hereditary de- 
scendants of hereditary fools are apparently 
oblivious to the consequences. 

Tur new Board of Trade Building may be 
said to be a fixed fact of the future, the piot 
having formally. passed into the possession 
of the Board. | is, however, .consider- 
able difference of opinion in regard to the 
method of organizing for the work of putting 
up the building. It has been proposed that 
the Board shall undertake it, and issue 
To this it is 
objected that the charter prohibits the Board 
from holding more than $200,000, and that 
the Board cannot, therefre, uhdertake the 
work. Those who take this view of the case 
seem to be in favor of the Board leasing the 
real estate toa building corporation to be 
composed substantially of Board of Trade 
men, though, of course, there would 
be no formal exclusion of other parties. 
The plan, so far as it has been 
elaborated, is that  suBscription-books 
should be opened on Change, giving each 
member the opportunity to subscribe (say) 
$500 or less. This would probably provide 
nearly half the required capital stotk of 
$750,000; the Board could take about $100,000, 
and the remainder conld then be offered to 
capitalists. Most if not all of it would be 
taken by members of the Board, especially if 
it were provided that such stock should be 
accepted when tendered on deposit under 
ealls for margins, ete. 

lt is understood that the committee of 
five to whom the subject was referred by 
the Directors stands divided in regard to the 
recommendation of a plan for organization. 
The matter will probably be acted upon by 
the Directors at the meeting of Tuesday 
next. 


THE CANAL PUMPING-WORKS. 

The impatience of the people of Joliet and 
other river towns at the delay in getting the 
promised pumps at Bridgeport into opera- 
tion is unreasonable, and the threat to turn 
in the waters of the Desplaines in order to 
change the current in the direction of the 
lake was at once unwarranted and impracti- 
cable. ‘The contract for building the pumps 
was let on Friday, and the work will un- 
doubtedly be pushed forward with all possi- 
ble expedition. At the same time it will not 
be feasible to begin pumping operations un- 
til after the close of canal navigation. It is 
necessary to construct a new lock at Bridge- 
port, at the entrance of the canal, and to do 
this the water must be drawn from the canal 
andl a coffer-dam built east of the lift 
lock, which will enable the necessary ex- 
haust of water to be made. This process 
would interfere with the navigation 
of the canal, and the Board of Com- 
niissioners would certainly refuse their 
assent to such a course. The pumping-works 
will be ready by the time that the arrange- 
ments can be made for their use. Moreover, 
the people living along the line of the canal 
and river are not troubled seriously from the 
stenches except during the winter, when a 
small amount of water flows under the thiek 
ice, and the new pumps will be completed 
and running before that time. 

It is not unlikely that the dissatisfaction of 
the canal and river people has grown out .of 
the impression that Mayor Harrison is op- 
posed to the pumping-works, and does not 
believe in their capacity to do the service de- 
sired of them. It is true that the Mayor 
exhibited a curious and stubborn opposition 
foraiong time, but the matter has since 
passed beyond his jurisdiction, and he will 
hardly try to place any obstacle in the way 
of arapid completion of the work. But his 
habit of careless, ugrefiee ting talk is con- 
stantly — o the impression we 
have pointed out’ Glyn the other day he 
said to u reporter of on TRIBUNE that “ tlie 
work was being prosecuted, against the pro- 
test of a very large number of our best and 
most skilled citizens, who pronounced 
the work a humbug.” But Mr. Harrison 
mentions no names of these wise citizens. 
If there is any appalling number of best

und skilled citizens’ protesting against the 


erection of these pumps the public would 
hear from them, and certainly Mr. Harrison 
ought todo them the justice to make their 
protests known in a more definit way. 

The Mayor added on his own account that 
“he” was “doing this work solely for the 
benefit of the rural distriets.” The fact is, 
that the city is doing the work and paying for 
it out of the taxes, as was agreed with the 
Legislature, and there is reason to hope that 
the city will share the expected benefits 

with the country. In point of fact, 
Warrant for the belief that 
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pumps, at a cost of some $200,000, 
will accomplish as much in the 
way of Keeping the canal and river pure as 
could be done by an expenditure of eight or 
ten millions in the widening and deepening 
of the canal. If the pumps be run at their 
maximum capacity—60,000 eubic feet per 
winute—they will throw into the canal more 
than three times as much water as now 
flows into it, and this contribution will in- 
crease the flow as much as a deepening apd 
widening of the canal would accomplish 
after the expenditure of a vast sum of money. 
The pumping-works will cost less than 
would the strip of new ground on which to 
throw the material to be excavated frqm the 
enlarged ditch, and not half as much as 
merely to remove the present thirty-four 
miles of dirt taken out of the canal to make 
room for the new excavation. The cost of 
constructing the pumps and running them 
for a year will not be as large as would be 
the annual interest alone on the cost of en- 
larging the canal. The Mayor should await 
an actual test of the pumps, now fully deter- 
mined upon, before indulging in any more 
ndstile criticisms, especially if he is a candl- 
date for Governor. 


THE HALF-HOLIDAY MOVEMENT. 

The movement inaugurated by some of the 
wholesale merchants in this city by closing 
their warehouses after 1 o’clock Saturdays 
and giving their employés a half-holiday is 
in every way commendable. The American 
tendency, outside the eight-hour leagues, 
which are made up for the mest part from 
men of foreign birth, isto work too many 
hours. There is no true economy in such a 
system. No more business is transacted in 
the bulk than would be done by condensing 
the hours, and the wear and fear upon those 
engaged in it is vastly increased. The busi- 
ness-men of a bustling American city bolt 
anearly breakfast and make a rush to get 
down by 7:3 or 8 o'clock, and remain 
cooped up in a stuffy office or an 
ill-ventilated store till after 6 o’clock 
The hours of the employés 
are frequently longer still, and the sallow 
complexion, haggard looks, and dragged- 
out appearance so common among the. book- 
keepers, clerks, and shopkeepers of this 
country are the marks of too close and con- 
staut confinement. The bulk of the whole- 
sale business in the great City of London is 
transacted between the hours ot 10 and 4 
o’clock, and the Saturday half-holiday is the 
rule. Nothing is lost by such an arrangement 
when it has the gentral assent and codpera- 
tion of the business community, for the ap- 
parent loss of time is moreghan offset by the 
prompt and active attention 60 business dur- 
ing the recognized hours. 

We venture to say that the weg: inter- 
ests would gain rather than lose by n of 
a half-holiday once in a week in which the 
commercial associations, the banks, the 
wholesale houses, andall large business en- 
terprises, where the practice is feasible, 
should unjte. The Board of Trade, we be- 
lieve, finislies up its Saturday business in the 
forenoon. If the system were once fairly 
established there would be no inconvenience 
in exchanges; nobody would try to do 
business on that afternoon, and. everything 
could be and would be settled up as clean by 
1o’clock as it is now at 6 o’clock. This half- 
holiday for the wholesale houses would be a 
family day, and women and children would 
enjoy it as well asthe men. All would be 
benefited by it. A nifnister of the Gospel 
recently, commending the proposed depart- 
ure in a sermon, pointed out that among the 
Americans Sunday is nota popular holiday 
in the same sense that the day is passed on 
the Continent of Europe, nor even in En- 
riand. It is devoted in large part to relig- 
ious exercises, and anything in the nat- 
ure of amusement is pursued under 
a certain constraint by most people. 
The freedom of a Saturday after- 
noon would afforg an opportunity for 
healthful recreation. It would literally be 
spare-time and play-time. The pater famil-" 
ias could then offer no reasonable excuse 
for refusing to take his children to the parks. 
The people living in the suburbs would have 
an opportunity for visiting the matinées at 
the theatres and copcert-halls who are not 
able to attend in the evening. The prices 
for all kinds of amusements on Saturday 
afternoon would soon be placed upon a 
popular level in order to secure the attend- | 
ance of a crowd. The relaxation thus pro- 
cured, no matter what form it might take, 
would make everybody more buoyant during 
the working hours of the week, and life 
would be the longer and happier without 
loss to anybody. Every wholesale employer 
will be a philanthropist who encourages this 
movement. 


WILL THE ‘POPE LEAVE ROME? 
Rumors continue to increase that Pop&Leo 


XIII. seriously contemplates leaving Rome 


and taking up his residence in the snug little 
Island of Malta. He is now a self-incarcer- 
ated “prisoner” in the magnificent Vatican, 
and more closely immured than ever since 
the violent demonstrations that were made 
by the Roman populace upon the e casion of 
the recent midnight removal of the remains 
of Pius IX. to their final resting-place. 
Thus shut out from the world, ignorant 
by personal observation of what is going 
on around him, trusting to his Cardinals for 
knowledge from the outside, his existence 
becoming more and more a matter of indiffer- 
ence to the temporal powers, and brooding 
over his own diseased and solitary fancies, it 
is little wonder that he has become gloomy 
and dissatisfied and longs forachange. The 
Diriito, of Rome, the Italian Ministerial 
organ, confirms the statement that such a 
movement is probable, though it may not be 
Immediate, since its fulfillment depends upon 
circumstances. The recent circular from the 
Papal Secretary of State to the Nuncios fore- 
shadowed it also, as well as u recent circular 
to the Ambassadors at the Vatican. The 
Rome correspondent fof the London Times 
sas in a letter to that paper: 


There can be no doubt that the Pope is sc* 
riously preoccupied on the subject, and that this 
preoccupation bus greatly increased since the 
meeting in favor of the abolidon of the Papal 
guarantees, Whether he will eventually leave 
Rome or when are questions he has not decided, 
but those who should know assert that he has 
distinctly made up bis mind not to tolerate the 
slientest infringement of bis dignity. Should 
auy such thing happen, it will determine his de- 
parture at once. 


Where there is so much smoke there is 
likely some fire. It is not conceivable that 
the menace of his departure is made with 
the idea that it will secure the Papacy any 
hold upon temporal power again, for that 
time has passed forever, and none know it 
better than the Pope and the Papal Conclave. 


The people of Italy would never consent to 


it, and the Republican instinets of the whole 
civilized world would oppose g restoration of 
clefical political rule over protesting 
Roman Capital. 

And yet it is this very point which lies at 
the core of the proposed removal of the head 
of the Church to Malta, and it is worth con- 
sidering. The Romish Church was at the 
hightof its power when it had the control 
of the temporal power in the “States of the 
Church,” with its Capital in Rome. Its gov- 
ernment was a pious political despotism, and 
the citizens were kept in subjection to the 


) Pope’s political rule only by the force of 


French bayonets. Theywwere stripped of every 
political right. They had no partici in 
the Government of the States of the ®hurch- 


and no municipal or State representation. | 


The Vatican was the fountain-head of all 
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Lords or the abandonment of the bill by the 
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plicitly enforeed by foreign soldiers. As 
primary education was controlled by the Con- 
clave, there were no free schools or secular 
education. As opinion and knowledge were 
dominated by the Conclave, it censorized the 
newspapers and prescribed what books 
should be read. The people were under as 
complete a paternal system of tutelage as 
the orphans in an asylum. 

Tis species ot clerical despotism contin, 
ued until Murzini rose in revolution, and 
deposed the Pope as a political King. French 


cannon and swords reinstated him, and kept 


him upon his temporal throne until the end 
gencies of the war with Germany necessi- 
tated the withdrawal of the French troops. 

Wheu Victor Emmanuel marched upon Rome, 
upon the earnest invitation of its citizens, 

the people en masse rose up and received him 
with tears of joy. ‘The temporal power 
of the Papacy was forever dissolved and 
Rome became an integral part and the Capi- 
tal of the Kingdom of Italy. Since“ that 
time Rome has been a self-governed rhunici- 

pality, governed by its people like other Ital- 
ian cities. It has doubled its population and 
quadrupled its wealth, and it has recognized 
the presence and position of the Pope by vot- 
ing him a half-million dollars a year for his 

support,-which the late Pope and his present 

successor have somewhat ungraciously re- 
fused to accept. 

The Pope and his, Cardinals, the Irish aud 
Polish Bishops, the Ultramontanes of 
France and Spain would now reverse this 
policy, make Rome a clerico-political centre 
again, regardless ot the rights and wishes of 
the people, and restore the temporal pawer of 
the Church. They want control of the gov- 
erning authority, a standing army, ear- 
nal weapons of cannon and gunpowder, and 
Ministers at the foreign Courts. This is 
what they demand, and it is because they not 
only feel that the people of Italy will never 
grant it, but that the democratic sentiment 
of the world will oppose it, that they are talk- 
ing of the removal of the Papacy to the Island 
of Malta. Such being the case, and the con- 
test being a hopeless one, if the Papacy can- 
not remain in Rome in the midst of a free 
people, governing themselves, it would be 
the part ot wisdom for it to remove to Malta, 
where, under the shadow of a neutral Prot- 
estant Power, it ean enjoy its spiritual rights 
and privileges without comingin contact 
with the civil rights of the Roman people, or 
being in any danger of collision with the 
temporal power of the Italian nation, or of 
exposure to the temptation of wishing to 
usurp it. 


THE PERILS OF THE IRISH LAND BILL 

The Irish Land bill, upon which the British 
Parliament has labored for a whole session, 
is now imperiled by the inability of the two 
Llouses agree. There is a solid majority 
in the Commons of 120 for the bill, while 
there is about the same majority in the Lords 
for certain amendments which in the judg- 
ment of the Commons are destructive of the 
objects of the bill, and therefore inadmissi- 
ble. One of these amend ingpts will explain 
the animus of the whole. 

Under the Land bill of 1870, intended to 
protect the tenants, it was provided that 
notning therein should prevent the tenants 
by contract waiving any of the conditions of 
the law. Thereupon all the benefits of the 
law were defeated by the landlords includ- 
ing in all the Jeasesa contract waiving all 
that the law provided for the protection of 
the tenants, and the tenants were coerced 
into signing suclileases. 

The Lords have now attached to this billa 
provision that in cases where the rental is 
over £100 ($500) the right of the parties to 
make their own terms shall not be interféred 
with, This is the repetition of the clause 
which destroyed all the efficacy of the act of 
1870, except that it Is limited to leases where 
the rental exceeds £100, which would cover 
most farms containing over fifty or sixty 
acres. If this be adopted, then the landlords 
have merely to consolidate the small farms; 
they have only to lease together farms now 
renting separately for £60 and £40, or £70 
and £35, or any number of small tracts mak- 
ing an aggregate of £100, and thus release 
them all from the protective operations of the 
act. Such an amendment would perpetuate 
the abuses of the present condition of things, 
and add to the barbarities of the rack-rent 
system the expulsion of one-half the oc- 
cupants of the land by the consolidation of 
small farms into larger ones. This would 
probably throw a million or more of people 
now subsisting on small holdings from the 
land to the roadside, and thence to the alms- 
house, unless they should perish from 
starvation, or be hauled away by the authori- 
ties and placed on the emigrant ship. 

Gladstone refuses to accept this tricky 
amendment, and several others of a like 
treacherous and injurious character, aud the 
two Llouses are brought to adeadlock, which 
can only be broken by the surrender of the 


Ministry. 

liad the feudal Lords rejected the bill out- 
right the Government might dissolve Par- 
liament on the general issue of the refusal 
of tha Upper House to carry out the will of 
the country. But the Lords have dextrously 
evaded that issue; they have passed the bill, 
and only claimed a few amendments, which, 
however inconsistent with the purpose of 
the bill, are within, in public estimation, 
their just and proper legal rights. 
The issue presented by a disagreement on 
afew amendments would be too narrow on 
which to arouse public indignation in En- 
gland, and the struggle would probably drift, 
into other issues which have arisen during 
the present session. For instance, the retal- 
iatory tariff issue—whereby a portion of the 
British manufacturers and all the landlords 
have become advocates of protection—has 
already produced great excitementin certain 


distriets hitherto largely Liberal. The pres- 


ent Ministry has also abandoned Afghan- 


istan, and yielded the Transvaal to the Boers, 
after defeat, and on all these questions may 
encounter defections which might at a new 


election reduce its majority in the Commons. 


In the case of the Reform bill in 182, 
when the Lords rejected the bill, though it 
had a majority of 150 in the Commons, fur- 
ther action was postponed until the next 
session, when a new bill was introduced, 
passed, and by an immense vote sent to the 
Lords. That body again refusing to accept 
the reform, resort was had to coercive meas- 
ures. The King authorized the Ministry to 
create a suflicient number of new life Peers 
to overcome the Tory majority and pass_the 
bill in the Lords, but the latter HouseMlid 
not wait for the execution of this authority, 
but enough absented themsclves to allow the 
Reform bill to become a law. 

ln this case Mr. Gladstone can postpone 
any action until the next session, wien he 
can propose a new bill and pass it, and then, 
if needed, resort to coercive measures 


against the Lords. But the London Times 
says that there is no necessity for this delay, 
but that Mr. Gladstone can compel the Op- 
position to take action. The statement of 
that paver is as follows:

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A QUESTION OF — IN Lon - 


The Grand Junction Water-Works Com- 
pany of Londen has been summoned before 
one of the Courts of that city to answer the 
complaint of some of its customers that it 
has failed to supply them with a sufficiency 
of water. ‘The cause of complaint was thus 
stated by a Mr. IIull, a poulterer of Swallow 
place, Hanover Square: 


Last February he requested the Company to 
lay on water to premises which he had built; 
and he paid 10 spillings to their surveyor for ex- 
amining the works. He seems also to have paid 
in adv 2 rates for a half-anarter. At first the 
water Was duly turned on. But the supply 
proved insuſheiem and unsatisfactory. Matters 
did not improve as the summer advanced. 
Water came only irregularly during Juve, and in 
the fierce beat of July, when a tiful suppl 
was a requisit of health, it completely stop 
for days at a time. 

This raises the practical question whether , 
there is an obligation upon the water com- 
panies, which are paid for the service to fur- 
nish a constant supply, that can be enforced. 
The London Times says the Water-Works 
act of 1847 makes it an offense to neglect to 
furnish an owner or occupier with a supply, 
and that a later act, of 1871, stipulates for 
a constant supply of pure and wholesome 
water, sufficient for the domestic purposes 
of the inhabitants, constantly laid on at such 
a pressure as will make such water reach the 
top story of the highes§ houses. 

The manner of supplying houses in Lon- 
don is different from thatin use in this coun- 
try. There each building is supplied with a 
tank or cistern, agd this is fillea once daily 
by the water company, and the occupants 
draw what they use from this tank or cis- 
tern. The institution of this suit has given 
rise to a full discussion of the water question 
by the papers of London. This discussion 
not only includes the quantity of the supply, 
but also the quality of the water. 

The Times publishes and indorses the fol- 
lowing ofticial report on the manner of sup- 
ply in dwellings: 

Sin: May not the cause of the alleged mor- 
tality from diarrtiea, corns to by your — 
spondents, Mr. Baldwin Latham am aitd Mr 
Aitkin, be attributed to the in n ae oe 
perature, and the general bad condition of the 
drinking water which ensue under the circum-

=a of June last? On this subject | report as 

ollows: 

“Much of the water delivered for domestic 
purposes is constantly deteriorated after leav- 
ing the companies’ mains by the dirty state of 
the cisterns on the premises of the consumers. 
Many of the cisterns, tanks, and butts for con- 
taining water, especially in small terement- 
houses in the metropolis, are in a disgust- 
ing and filthy condition, numbers ing 
without lids, and full of rank vegetable 
growth, garbage, and other impurities; and, be- 
ing exposed to.the immediate effect of the sun's 
rays, the temperature of the water is raised to 
such an extent as to make the water not only 
quite unfit for potable purposes, but to render 
it dangerous to health. On closer examination 
more or less organic deposit is apparent, and 
under the microscope the water is found to 
abound in infusorial life. The purest water in 
the world would be poisoned by suck a disgrace- 
fui system of storage. All cisterns should be 
properly covered and be freauentily cleaned out, 
and every care should be taken to prevent the 
contamination of the domestic supply after de- 
livery. Now, as heretofore, it appears to be the 
rule in building a certain classof houses to 
place the cistern over the water-closet with an 
untrapped waste-pipe communicating with the 
drains. These cisterns are often left open, 
and regularly receive the drippings from the 
rovfg and gutters; they are. moreover, in close 
proximity to the dust-bins and other filthy de- 
posics. Un the better class of houses and in 
many public buildings the cleansing of cisterns 
and tanks is frequentiy neglected for months, 
and, in some cases, years are permitted to pass 
without any examination or cleansing ta ing 
place. The oniy remedy for this state of affairs 
will be found in the establishment of the con- 
stant supply system, and the consequent total 
abolition of these unfit receptacles. @ water 
companies re being urged to extend t cou- 
stant suppTty in their respective districts with 
the least possible delay; meanwhile, and until 
the system of constant supply is completed, the 
owners and occupiers of houses should be con- 
sidered responsible for the consequences m per- 
mitting such a condition of things to exist.’

to detect one of Jupiter’s infidelities, aoco- 
motive rattled past the Exposition Building, 
aud in one horrid blast discharged enough 
steam to haul a hundred cars forey miles an 
hour up a sharp grade. The first violin con- 
tiuued to saw the strings ok his instrument, 
and all the other violins followed suit, and 
the divine Thomas made gentle motions in 
the thunderous air with his baton, and the 
orchestra looked like a many-armed ghost 
trying in vain to speak. 

It is a queer coineidence that the locomo- 
tives invariably make their appearance on 
the scene of the Thomus concerts in the 
midst of the performanee of the lowest, 
softest numbers in the program. The Triu- 
merei“ and Mendelssohn’s “Spring Song“ 
seem to have the effect of a signal to two 
locomofiv®’ to meet immediately opposit 
Mr. Thomas and there compare notes.

face. Yesterday the President entered upon 
the sixth week of his confinement to bed, 
and there was another set-back in the morn- 
ing. The danger of chronic debility, résult- 
ing from the inroad of fever, the worry of 
long confinement, and the effects of the hot 
weather, is always present. The people of 
this country must continue to feel serious 
apprehension every day and every hour until 
the President shall be actually convalescent 
and give signs of growing strength,

POISONING A RACE-HORSE. 


An attempt to poison the celebrated race- 


horse Glasgow, the property of Messrs. Apple- 
gate. Brothers, of Owensboro, Ky., at Saratoga 
last Tuesday, was one of the boldest attempts to 
tleece the public that has occurred in the history 
of the Americanturf. Glasgow is the best hur- 
dle horse in the country. He was entered fora 
race wich was run at Saratoga on Tuesday, 
Aug. 10. On the morning of the race, and bo- 
fore it was run, a man named Ben Benton. a 
very desperate character, approached Charles 
Brown, Glasgow's groom, and asked him to take 
a walk with him. When alone, he asked Brown 
if u did not want to make some money. Brown 
replied that he did. Then, said Benton, “ bere 
is a powder, give this to Glasgow as soon as you 
get back to the stable, and I will give you 8200.“ 

Brown took the potion, which was wrapped up 
in white paper, went directly to the stable, and 
gave it to Mr. M. Murphy, his chief and the 
trainer for Messrs. Applegate. He told him 
what Benton bad said to him. He said to Mur- 
phy that Benton said he would return befare 
the race to bring him the money, and a pill 
which he also desired him to administer to Glas- 
gow. Murphy sought his employers, and ex- 
plained the situation to them. Mr. Applegate 
called on Mr. Reedand Mr. Wheatly, and laid 
the matter before them. An officer was sum- 
moned, and the case was putin his charge. In 
the meantime an accomplice of Benton, named 
Jack Minson, wenttoa prominent bookmaker 
and told him that Glasgow had been fixed,“ 
and endeavored to get the man of the King to 
lay heavily against Glasgow and divide the win- 
nings with him. The gentleman went immedi- 
ateiyto Mr. Reed, and made him acquainted 
with the proposition of Minson. By this time, 
however, Benton came back to see Brown, and 
when he did so the officer arrested him. Benton 
Was indifferent to the situation. 

**What have I done?’ he inquired, with ver- 
fect coolness; and when told that it was for an 
ae to poison Glasgow, he promptly re- 
plied: 

“What of that? It is no crime. There is no 
law against it.“ 

He then sent for Minson to come to his relief. 
Minson came and was also arrested. The officer 
carried both of them before Justice Shepherd. 
who, on examination, discharged Minson, but 
put Benton under bonds, and continued the 
case until the afternoon for further examina- 
uon. The amount ot bail was $200, and Israel 
Stein, of Saratoga, went on Benton's bond. The 
case was called at the appointed hour, but Ben- 
ton did not appear, and it was soon found that 
he had taken the first train that left Saratoga 
after he executed bis bond. 

It is now ascertained that there is no law in 
force in the State of New York that makes the 
offense anything more than a case of malicious 
mischief, the punishment for which is utterly 
inadequate to the enormity of the crime. Ben- 
ton attempted to commit the same or a similar 
offense at Brighton Beach. He evidently knew 
what he was doing, as indicated by his state- 
ments to the officer when arrested. He isa bad 
man. Both be and Minson have been formally 
warned from the grounds and all the privileges 
of the Saratoga Racing Association.

London S:turday Review. 

It may be doubted whether many Anglican 
prelates or clergymen, or for that matter 
Wesleyan ministers either, would be disposed 
to indorse the assurance proffered the other 
day by Bishop Ryle to the President of the 
Wesleyan Conference, that their respective 
communions are simply different regi- 
ments“ in the same general army of the 
Church of Christ in England.” But there 
can be no doubt that the large proportions 
Methodism has assumed in England and 
America make it a phenomenon of consider- 
able importance, and fully suffice to explain 
the elaborate disquisition on its history and 
organization which occupies the first place 
in the Edinburg Review for July. The 
writer computes the English Metlrodists at 
5,000,000 and the Americans at 14,000,000, 
while he rates their ecclesiastical property 
in Great Britain at 411,000,000 and in 
America at £18,000,000. Whitaker’s Almanac 
for 1881 gives 14,500,000 as the total figure 
of “Methodists of all descriptions through- 
out the English-speaking world,” counting 
families and sympathizers. Possibly the 
truth may lie somewhere between the two, 
but even if the lowest computation be adopt- 
ed, it is sufficiently large. It should be re- 
marked, however, that five sects or schisms 
have broken off from the parent stock, and 
besides the Wesleyans, or Methodists proper, 
with whom alone the Edinburg writer con- 
cerns himsélf, we have the New Connection, 
formed in 1797; Primitive Methodists in 1810, 
who, accotding to Whitaker, gumber in this 
country nearly half as many adherents as the 
original 4 Bible Christians, founded in 
1813; United Methodist Free Churches, who 
separated ty.J834,—demanding, like the New 
Connection, larger powers for the laity,—and 
who come next in number to the Primitive 
Methodists, having about a third as many 
members; : lastly, the Wesleyan Reform 
Union, whd seceded from the Free Churches 
in 1849, but have only some 7,000 members and 
eighteen ministers in Great Britain. There 
is scarcely a shade of doctrinal difference be- 
tween these various conununities, their dispute 
with the main body of Wesleyans and with 
each other turning on points of ecclesiastical! 
discipline, to which reference will be made 
presently. With the broad facts of John 
Wesley’s career, the circumstances 
which led to his gradual alienation from the 
English Church and very unwilling creation 
of an independent sect, which has 
proved in the sequel far the largest 
and most influential, thoug not the 
bitterest, of her rivals~we will not say of 
her foes—the reader may be presumed to be 
familiar. Ine Weslevans, indeed, profess 
themselves the friends of all, the enemies 
of none,“ and we have heard of a worthy 
Methodist Elder assuring his Vicar that they 
are the pillars of the Church“; but the 
claim can hardly be admitted, even in the re- 
stricted sense applied to Lhe churchmanship 
ot Lord Eldon, for they not only never enter 
the church themselves, but have not dis- 
charged the office of external buttresses with 
any very marked success. The famous pas- 
sage Where Macaulay suggests how a wiser 
policy in the ecclesiastical rulers of the last 
century might have made John Wesley to 
the Church of England what lgnatius Loyola 
was to the Church of Rome has been read 
with a smile ora sigh by many successors, 
both of his and of theirs, in our own day; 
but it is too late now to repair a fatal mis- 
take. Whether anything can still be done to 
arrest its further consequences is another 
matter. The first step, at all events, towards 
any such undertaking must de to gain clear 
appreciation of the facts. And there can be 
no doubt that Methodism differs widely both 
in its origin and its characteristic features 
from the ordinary forms of Dissent, though 
it may be questioned whether the spread of 
Liberationist principles has not tended of late 
years to obliterate or modify the difference, 
Wesley himselt was so far from having any 
quarrel with the doctrine or discipline of the 
Church of England, as such, that to the last 
he considered it far the nearest approach to 
Apostolic Christianity in the world: he 
strictly forbade his preachers to hold services 
during the hours of worship at the parish 
chureh, or to presume in any ease to 
administer sacraments: and it was only 
under pressure of what he believed to be 
necessity, and after the Bishop of London 
(Lowth) had refused to act, that he at length 
essayed in union with two other Anglican 
clergymen to ordain a Methodist Bishop” 
for America, where an Episcopal form of 
rovernment is still retained among his fol- 
— It was the spectacle of che soul- 
damning clergymen” of his day which 
troubled him; and Methodism arose, not, 
like other sects, to reform an erroneous sys- 
tem of ecclesiastical polity, but to promote 
personal holiness. 

The line of demarcation between Dissent and 
Methodism has bee well defined from the be- 
ginning. Methodism aprang from a sense of 
personal guilt before God; Dissent arose from 
the conviction that Episcopacy was 
quarrei of the former was with irreligion, of the 
latter with prelacy. Dissent discussed theories 
of Church government as though the salvation 
of the world depended upon the adoption of 
some particular scheme. Methodists declared 


that their prime purpose was to reform the 


nation, more particularily the Church, and to 
spread Scriptural holiness over the land.“ Dis- 
senters, said Wesley “begin everywhere 
with showing their hearers how fallen the 
Church and ministers are: we begin every- 
where with showing our bearers how fallen they 
are themselves.“ Dissent magnified the con- 
gregation and made it honorable; Methodism 
originated the United Societies which were 
tu have close connection with one another, and 
always to actin unison. Dissent boldly sep- 
arated from the Church; the Methodist leaders 
declared that they “obeyed the Bishops in all 
things indifferent, and observed the canons as 
far as they could with a safe conscience.“ Their 
separation was gradual; it continued through 
many years, it was accompsnied with fond re- 
grets, and it has tinged, though with gradually 
fading tints, the intercourse of the Church and 
Methodism. 

It is quite consistent with the origin and 
practical purpose of the movement that, as 
the Reviewer says, Methodism should be 
built upon the class-meeting as its germ 
cell.” This meeting consists of some fifteen 
or a dozen persons, of either sex, who as- 
semble weekly, under direction generally of 
a layman, for spiritual converse and instruc- 
tion, and for something very like what is 
elsewhere practiced under the name of con- 
fession. It issaid to provide a powerful 
means for checking immorality, as well as 
for impressing the true Methodist stamp on 
members of the body, while at the same time 
it has—in common with the various Roman 
Catholic guilds, brotherhoods, and the like 
one great indirect advantage in providing an 
occupation and outlet for the religious en- 
ergies of laymen, which, at the time of the 
Wesleyan movement, were very much left to 
run to seed in the Church of Engiand. It is 
also, like Catholic confession, part of the. 
prescribed preparation for communion. 

ln Wesley’s time his preachers were inter- 
dicted from performing any sacramental 
acte, but with the definit separation from 
the Church of England which at once fol- 
lowed on his death this probibitionnecessar- 
ily fell through. There is still, however, a 
distinction preserved of clerical and local“ 
preachers, the latter being mere laymen and 
restricted to lay functions. Women, like 
“Dinah Morris,” were at. one time to be 
found among the lay preachers, but this in- 
novation provoked severe censure, and 
was soon suppressed by authority. The 
preacher of a funeral sermon _ had al- 
ready significantly remarked that “ Balaam 
was converted by the braying of an -ass 
Peter by the crowing of a cock, and our la- 
mented brother by Ahe preaching of a 
woman.” All appointments of preachers are 
in the hands of the Conference, not of the 
lay Trustees of chapels, who did indeed long 
contest the exclusive — oF 5 
hierarchy, but were gradually and completely 
defeated, so carefully had deeds been 
drawn under Wesley’s eye. In _ 185 
a case came on appeal before Lord 
Lyndhurst, as Lord Chancellor, which set- 
tied the legal bearings of the ques 
tion in favor of the Ministry, who did not 
hesitate thereupon to recognize his Lordship 
as in his official capacity a minister of God 
for good.” We have said already that chap- 
els are uped into “circuits” under their

church and expel from it.“ It must certainly 
be allowed that this ** nondeseript presby- 
tery,” which disclaims ‘all succession by 
digital touch,” manages to “ write its riest 
very large.” The Conference distinetly 
asserts that it is composed of min- 
isters and pastors empowered not 
only to preach the Gospel, but to administer 
sacraments of our holy religion, 
and charged with all the responsibilities of 
the Christian pastorate.” Nor is this a mere 
empty profession, but the assertion of a 
right which is jealously maintained. When 
challenged to admit lay delegates, the Con- 
ference summarily refused to entertain “ any 
proposal which would go to transfer, alto- 
gether or in part, the responsibility of the 
sentence in disciplinary cases from the pas- 
torate to the. lay officers. To adopt sucha 
course of procedure would be to give up a 
principle which, in the judgment of the Con- 
ference, is essentially inherent in the pastoral 
office.” The extremest “sacerdotalist ” 
could not say much more, And not only is 
it maintained that our Lord left the kéys— 
the general government of the Church, and 
special binding and loosing of its members 
to the Church itself, as represented by the 
men whom the Spirit would raise up to rep- 
resent its authority ’’—namely: the minis- 
ters, but both the Conference and its district 
committees claim the “undoubted right” of 
what is called “friendly examination,” but 
Which would ordinarily be termed inquisito# 
rial investigation into “the moral, Chris- 
tian, or ministerial conduct of the preach- 
ers.“ even though no formal or regular ac- 
cusation has been preferred against them. 
If there be any force in the taunt some- 
times aimed at recent conversions to Rome, 
there are plenty of Scoteh Duchesses, 
but no English groeers,” the precise opposit 
holds good of the triumphs of Methodism. 
It has never attracted the upper classes, and 
it retained no paramount influence over the 
poor. * The prosperous mechanic, the well- 
to-do tradesman, the manufacturer. for one 
or two generations, are its chief supporters.” 
it has ever been what Mr. Arnoid would 
call a Philistine religion. It has not, indeed, 
as we have already intimated, coaleseed with 
the general line of political dissent. At one 
period a leading Wesleyan was expelled for 
joining the Liberation Society of bis day, but 
no such sentence would have a chance of 
passing now. in the educational contest of 
ten years ago the Wesleyans were somewhat 
divided, but they generally acquiesced in the 
compromise proffered by Mr. Forster, which. 
was really far more favorable to Dissent than 
to the Church, for the alternative of Bible 
teaching in board schools, without any ** de- 
nominational formulas ’’-—which they do not 
possess or value—gave them all they wanted. 
The raison d’étre of Methodism, as the ro- 
viewer justly observes, does not lie in its 
tenets, but iu its peculiar organization and 
adaptation to practical ends. It has a toler- 
ably marked and somewhat narrow type of 
theology, but no Confession of Faith. Dr. 
Pope insists that it is materially, if not for- 
mally, bound by the three Catholic Creeds 
the Articles of the Church of England, 
but he adds that this assertion must be 
taken broadly,” as the Connection has never 
maae itself responsible for any of these for- 
mularies. He more summarily defines Meth- 
odist doctrine as what is generally termed 
Arminian,”’ and as laying great stress on per- 
sonal assurance, And his statement alto- 
gether appUes only to the Methodists proper 
and not the minor offshoots from the 
parent stem. But within these limits it is 
true enough a remarkable unity of doc- 
trine has beenSpreserved among the minis 
ters, and that any semblance of heterodoxy 
or novelty among them would be steadily re- 
pressed. It is said that a mere suspieion of 
his leaning to the theory of evolution has 
debarred the only one of them who ever 
achieved the least scientific distinetion from 
the Fernley leetureship, a kind of Methodist 
„ Bampton.” And the rigid constitution of 
the sect secures to it a far more effective con- 
trol over diversities of teaching than can be 
found in the more lax and tolerant rule of 
the Anglican Church. And hence among 
the English middle classes it is a strong bul- 
wark of Protestant orthodoxy, as opposed to 
Broad Chureh tendencies on the one hand or 
* Romanizing” on the other. Liow long it 
will«ontinue to hold it own against the pro- 
gressive and investigating spirit of the age 
remains to be seen.

REVEL, Russia July 14.—DEAR FRIEND: 

Imagine me three weeks and three days after 
leaving New York, seated in a carriage 
drawn by magnificent black horses—with a 
coachman onthe box on whose head rests 
the queerest shaped, the oddest little black 
hat, projecting at the top like the supports to 
the roof of a Swiss cottage; an overcoat of 
bine cloth with a plain, close-fitting waist, a 
full skirt laid in great Hlaits each one evi- 
dently puffed out by being wadded; around 
his waist a belt of heavy silver--winding my 
way up the steep, narrow streets of the 
quaintest old city I have yet seen in Europe. 
The houses have high-peaked roofs covered 
with fluted red tiles and over the doors you 
read the dates 1200, 1400, 1600, A. D. You 
do not need to read the dates to know that 
the buildings lived anddied hundreds of 
years before this nineteenth century. This 
winding road leads to the Domberg. a great 
rock which rises outof the plain and on 
which are built the Governor’s palace and 
the houses of many of the nobles. Ihe more 
modern of these houses are palatial in style 
as well as in size. All are large, and most of 
them date back hundreds of years. That to 
whieh I was driven is supposed to have been 
built fora r about the year 1200, A. 
D. The walls varied in thickness from four 
to six feet. The rooms were grand in size 
and hight, one of them with a beautifully 
— ceiling which may once have been 
the chapel of the monastery. 

But trom the great windows we looked 
down upon the city roots, across the city to 


park laid out by Peter the Great, and where 
one still sees the little house in which he

There are sixteen towers and a greater part 
of the city wall, in many places over forty 
feet high, still standing. The earthworks 
and moat have been laid out with walks and 
finely planted with trees shrubs, and add 
greatly to Re beauty and picturesqueness of 
the town. “Every time I drive around city

tance in former days as a fortified city. 
The cannon of our day would soon tumble 
them into a mass of ruins. But Russia’s 
danger to-day is more from the enemy with- 
in .— | pote than from — without. 1 

The American pers, however, greatly 
exaggerate the iffieulties which harrass and 
perplex the new Emperor. That Garfield 
was shot at and nearly killed by an American 
citizen does not prove that a large part of the 
population desire his death; and yet the 
papers in Europe assert, and it is generally 
believed by the most intelligent people whom 
I meet, that Guiteau was acting as the agent 
and representative of a political faction or 
wing of the Republican party; and when [ 
assure those whom I meet that it is an entire 
uisapprehension of affairs in our wren ty 
that the so-called Stal warts“ are a patriot- 
ie, honorable, and respectable class of men 
who have been trying to secure the appoint- 
ment of their friends, but are not an organ- 
ization for the purpose of destroying the 
present Administration, they look very in- 
credulous, and evidently think they know 
better than 1 do. From this fact you can see 
how easy it is to magnify, distort, and mis- 
apprehendevents which take place in a for- 
eign country,—Russia, for instance. 

hat the Nihilists arebent on destroying 
all Governments as they exist in our day 
there is no denying. They would not only 
destroy all existing forms of government, but 
all social and family relations and all indi- 
vidual ownership of pooner. They are led 
and taught generally by men who have 
risen from the lowest ranks, dut have 
been edue at Government ex- 
pense, and who see like the viper, 
to destroy that which gave them life, 
having no property to protect; or by men 
and women who have suffered from real or 


supposed wrongs inflicted by an arbitrary 


und despotie Government, and who desire 
more than they desire life to avenge those 
wrongs, 

In Russia proper their doctrines have 
spread to an alarming extent, and the real 
hope to-day for Russia is in the spread of an 
evangelical Christianity which shall take 
tne place of the superstition ‘and bigotry of 
the lower classes, and of the mfidelity and 
lawlesness of those of more liberal educa- 
tion Who have risen from their ranks. There 
are now 14,000,000 in Russia, in addition to 
the Lutherans of the Western or Baltic Prov- 
inces, who have severed all connection with 
the State Church, and yet, owing to the wise 
statesmanship and liberality of the late and 
the present Emperor, these men, many of 
whom are Mollakens and Studentin, whose 
earnest evangelical piety is acknowledged 
by all, are permitted to hold their meetings 
unhindered, and against whom the laws are a 
dead letter. It seems to me that a separation 
between Church and State, and freedom to 
worship God in accordance with every man’s 
conscience. would be one of the strongest 
weapons that could be used to annihilate 
Nihilism. You remember that when the late 
Emperor liberated the serfs he also com- 
manded the owners of estates to set apart a 
certain proportion of their landed property, 
which was to be given to the peasants. This 
itt. however, was more like a loan, as in 
some parts the peasant was to hold it for 
three years, and in other parts six years, 
This constant change of ownerships, if such 
it can be called, is workire most unfavor- 
ably, as the peasants, retaining possession 
for a limited term of years, care little for en- 
riching it, only so far as it will yield its har- 
Vests to himself, Consequently each peasant 
as he gives up his possession of what 
he has occupied leaves it in an impoverished 
and unfruitful condjtion. ‘ 

This condition of things is used by the 
Nihilists in Russia proper to create dissatis- 
faction there, as the peasants naturally de- 
sire permanent possession. In the Baltic 
Provinces, where the Emperor had 
not the power to compel the owners 
to give uD a art of their 
land, they being protected in their rights by 
treaties made between themselves and Peter 
the Great when he became ruler over these 
Provinces, they, at the time when the serfs 
were liberated, decided among themselves 
to set-apart a certain portion of their lanas 
which they would sellin perpetuity to the 
peasants. This has been done, and the peas- 
ants here are many of them very rich, ‘Their 
frugal habits make saving an easily aceom- 

lished fact, and in the savings banks they 

ave now millions of rubles deposited. 
Owing to their general prosperity, there has 
been very little discontent until very lately, 
when, in the neighborhood of Dorpat espe- 
cially, a spirit of diseonteut and unrest has 
been created through the publishing of a 
newspaper by the Nibilists, who urge the 
peasants to demand a gift of lands from the 
nobles similar to that made by the Emperor 
to the peasants in Russia proper. Being ig- 
norant and uneducated, they have no con- 
ception of how much better their position Is. 
and being also puffed up with pride at their 
latel y-acquired wealth, they are in the mood 
to believe that BY demanding this they can 
obtain it. As the peasants here, however, 
have homes and property, they can hardly 
be expegted to carry things to any such ex- 
treme as shall 2 — their present posses- 
sions; and [ should think, judging from all 
I can learn, that there was little trouble to 
be anticipated in these Province wiht

No man has u rigot to answer that question 
without an examination. Of-course, constant 
dripping will wear away a stone. The water 
percolating through the walls must make itself 
telt; but whether the structure is unsafe can- 
not be said without a thorough examination.” 

“ Will it pay to pave the tunnel without doing 
the other repairs,’ 

“The paving is but a small part, in my opin- 
ion, of the whole amount of repairs necessary 
to the tunnel. I would repair the walls at the 
same time that the paving is done, else the work 
will not do anybody much benennt or greatly im- 
prove the condition of the tunnel.”

The fake com- 
petition is still very keen, and Fink’s recent 
order to advance frieght rates next week 
does not seem to have inspired shippers with 
the slightest idea that higher figures can be 
enforced. The fact is, the railroads have 
contracts enough outstanding at present 
rates—if, in some instances, at prices a shade 
lower—to keep them doing a fair amount of 
traftic for almost three months to come, and 
should any attempt be made to restore the 
“cent rate the shippers who did not 
obtain contraets would undoubtedly give 
their patronage to the lake lines. 
However, there is no likelihood that any 
freight agent here will ask the 20-cent rate, 
for the reason that neither the Grand Trunk 
nor New York Central are parties to the ad- 
vance ordered by Mr. Fink. Vanderbilt 
wants a money pool for five years on the 
basis of present earnings. ‘The Grand Trunk 
is behind on its tonnage allotment over 100,- 
000 tons, and it wants to be recouped. The 
Erie has spent much money on its terminal 
facilities at Butfalo and New York, and 
will not pool on present business. 
The Baltimore & Ohio wants more 
New York business than it is getting, and 
the Pennsylvania claims a larger share on 
the ground of having the shortest line.

It is believed that the 
fire was the work of incendiaries, and two 
men—M. J. Guerk and R. S. Miller, who 
came here from Madison on Tuesday last— 
have been arrested on suspicion of having 
set the fire, and are in jail pending an in- 
vestigation.

THE REVISION. 
Now IT HAS BEEN RECEIVED IN ENGLAKD.

„Scholars are a good deal divided 
in their judgment. The majority hold that 
the revisers have done well in taking as the 
basis of their translation a better Greek text, 
and are disposed to doubt whether they might 
not have been even somewhat bolder in their 
deviations from the received text. There is, 
indeed, an opposed view,—that the textus re- 
ceptus ought to have been adhered to, so 
that no corrections should be made except in 
the English version; and the desirability of 
having one uniform Greek text for all the 
Protestant world is urged, even though that 
textshould not be the best. But this notion, 
which would have perpetuated false read- 
that have been long admitted and 
obelized, finds little favor. As to the details 
of the new translation there is, of course, an 
infinit diversity of view. Some think that 
renderings have been changed which were 
substantially right in the old version; others, 
that passages which needed improvement 
have been left untouched. For instance, one 
of our mest illustrious public men main- 
tains that if anything ought to have been 
mended, it was surely the translation of

the Lord's Prayer —i. e., whether tou poncrou 
is to be taken as neuter or as masculine. 
Agreement on such matters was not to be 
looked for; and no one will deny that the re- 
visers have, as might be expected from the 
great advances which Greek scholarship has 


far more exact expression in English of the 
meaning of the Greek original than the 
Authorized Version contains. Probably 
no translation of any Greek or Latin 
author can be pointed out in which so much 
on paid to every shade of 
sense and turn of phrase. There is really 
nothing in this new version which can be 
called an error; even those who disapprove of

of Hellenistic Greek. The question rather is, 
whether they have not thought too much of 
accuracy — too little of the effect to be pro- 
duced on ordinary readers; whether in their 
anxiety to convey every shade of meaning 
they have not put too fine a point upon their 
English, and, soto speak, whittled away 
some of the strength and broad simplicity of 
the original 
This brings one to consider the sentiments 
with which the general public has received 
the translation. Though, as has been already 
said, England has not yet finally expressed 
its mind, still the general feeling can hardly 
be mistaken. It is a feeling not precisely of 
displeasure, but of discomfort. The tradi- 
phrases which familiarity and the as- 
sociations of childhood had hallowed have 
been so modified as to lose their charm. The 
eadence of the sentence to which the ear nad 
grown so accustomed that they were always 
read with particular inflections of the voice 
has been broken, so that. much practice will 
be needed to get new inflections that will 
pleasure.

THE HOLY SEE. 
VICAR-GENERAL QUINN’S VIEWS UPON THE 
SUGGESTION OF A TRANSFER TO AMER- 
ICA. 


New York Tribune. 

Recent dispatches from London stated that 
the Standard’s correspondent at Rome said 
that serious proposals had recently been 
made to the Pope that he should transfer the 
seat of the Holy See to America, where an 
independent position would be assured him. 
In the absence of Cardinal McCloskey from 
the city, Vicar-General Quinn was called 
upon last evening by a Tribune reporter 
with reference to this statement. The Vicar- 
General said, very promptly and décidedly: 

“It is nonsense, sheer nonsense.”’ 

Can you give me the reasons why?“ 

„There are innumerable reasons, and such 
patent ones that I can sum them all up in 
my first statement: it is nonsense!” 

Will you state the most important and 
essential reason?“ 

As a pure business matter, for the mere 
management of the affairs of the Church, it 
would be folly to think of transferring the 
Holy See to America. The whole Papal es- 
tablisment is located at Rome: there are the 
Vatican and St. Peter's; there are the Cardi- 

nals, some eighty in number, and all the 
committees for transacting the business of 
the Church. They have been located at 
Rome for ages, and Rome is properly situated 
for the Holy See in its relations to the whole 
of Europe. This whole establishment could 
not be transferred to America. Asa matter 
of Church management and of practical 
— the Holy See could not be located 
ere. 
Would the prestige of the name of Rome 
have any importance in the matter?“ 

No, not necessarily; it is a matter of con- 
venience.“ 

* Would the Pope not be less trammeled 
here than in Italy, where he has been de- 
prived of his temporal power?“ 

“He would not think of that for a mo- 
ment; he would not take into consideration 
any personal feelings of inconvenience or 
lack of freedom; the‘ good of the Church 
would control him. He would never think 
of looking toward any other country than 
Italy, unless he were exiled from Rome, as 
when the ape was banished by Napoleon; 
but there is no likelihood of any re- 
currence of anything of kind. 
The Pope's revenue was largely dimin- 
ished by the loss of the States of the 
Church and other temporal power, but it has 
been made good by contributions and other 
means, so that he is not affected essentially 
by the loss, so far as his revenue is con- 
cerned. There is no apprehension, I think, 
of any further interference with the Holy 
See or any further hostile acts on the part of 
the Italian Government.”’ 

* Then there has been no consideration of 
any possible transfer of the Holy See?“ 

None whatever: it would be impossible 

for it to be done, and senseless.”

WATER WASTERS. 


Commissioner Waller Intends to En- 
force the Law Against Them. 

Commissioner Waller has determined to 
take prompt action with a view to enforce 
the ordinance designed to do away with the 
present extravagant water-waste going on in 
the city. It is an outrageous fact that 
fuillions of gallons of water are wasted 
every day by citizens who are either ignor- 
ant of the law or boldly indifferent regarding 
it. Garden-hose are allowed to run alt day 
long with no one watching them,—just pour- 
ing water out on the grass and then into 
the gutter,—hydrants are left open, and 


defective plumbing which admits ot 
water-waste goes unrepaired. The an- 
noyance resulting from this state 


of affairs is experienced most by persons 
who are obliged to get their water-supply 
from the upper stories of buildings where, 
owing to the reckless waste, it does not run 
half the time. It should also be remembered 
that the fact of a water-metre being on any 
premises does not give the people ou those 

remises any right to waste water at will. 

o-morrow Commissioner Waller will send 
out circulars to all parts of the city reading 
as follows: : 

To the occupant of No. — —— street: In con- 
sequence of the enormous daily consumption of 
waterin our city the Commissioner of Public 
Works respectfully invites your attention to the 
following abstract of the municipal code bear- 
ing upon the subject: 

“Sec. 2,047. No person shall use any water 
supplied through the Chicago Water-Works for 
the pur of bose sprinkling between the 
hours of 8 a. m. and 6 p. m. in the day. 

Sec. 2.048. No persona shall allow the water to 
run to waste through hydrants or defective 
pipes, provided, however, that a reasonable time, 
not to exceed twenty-four hours, shall be al- 
lowed to parties having defective pipes to re- 
pair or cause 

THE SAME TO BE REPAIRED. 

“Sc. 2.057. It shall be the duty of the police 
of the City of Chicago and of all persons in the 
employ of the city having police power to en- 
force the provisiions of this article and arrest 
all persons violating the same.”’ 

The Commissioner desires that the law above 
quoted muy be properly observed without a re- 
sort to — measures beyond this appeal. The 
daily supply to our city is 70,000,000 gallons, or 
about 122 gailons for each individual for a popu- 
lation of 530,000 souls,—a quantity greatly 
yond all legitimate wants. 

The use of water through bose during the 
dours prohibited by law tends to iuterfere with 
its flow for household purposes, and becomes a 
source of anuoyance and inconvenience to those 
occupying the upper portion of high buildings. 

The Commissioner asks the codperation of all 
good citizens in the observayce of this law in 
particular,and in the prevention of all unneces- 
sary waste of water for any purpose whatever, 
to the end that ail may enjoy the use of an 
abundant supply for ail useful purposes.

IRISH PROTESTANT NATIONALISTS. 


To the Editor ef The Chicago Tribune 

Cmeado, Aug. 13.—Permit me, as an 
Irish Protestant, to say a few words in an- 
swer to your leader of to-day on TIrish- 
American Separatist Agitators.“ Whether 
the separation of Ireland from the rule of En- 
gland is possible or would be beneficiali shall 
leave an open question, but will say that when 
the Irish people give up the idea of national 


independence they will cease to exist, for so 
long as even ten of them arealiveon earth 
they will never relinquish that idea. 

What I take exception to is your implying 
that almost all Irish Protestants are loyal to 
English rule. This is a great mistake. I 
flatter myself that | know Ireland, including 


the Province of Ulster, as well as most men, 
and I unhesi ingly affirm that outside of 
the Orangemen anda few Protestant land- 
lord shoncens, the great mass of the Protest- 
ants of Ireland are largely disaffected to- 
wards English rule, and they would be pol- 
troons if they were not, and those of them 
that are not are poltroons. [It may 
be readily conceded that many Irish Protest- 
ants feel but scout loyalty to British rule; 
but, however they dislike the English Gov- 
ernment, 2 as an infinitly greater 
evil to them may Catholic domination over 
them. This feel is undoubtedly the main 
ligament that — — to the British con- 
nection, and makes ‘them uncompromising 
opponents of Irish national independence 
and separation from the British Empire. Our 
correspondent confirms this to be a fact in 
his next sentence. We arenot discussi 
the reasonableness of Protestant fears an 
apprehensions, but merely referring to the 
notorious fact of its existence as one of the 
factors that complicates the Celtic independ- 
ence question.—Ep.| ._ 

The only thing that hinders Irish Protest- 
ants from being rébels against English rule 
almost to a man is a very natural fear of the 
intolerance of the Roman Church, an intol- 
erance which, in Ireland at least, owes most 
of its origin to the horrible way in which 
Catholics were persecuted in Ireland by Irish 
and English Protestants in the last century. 
While a Protestant by descent and birth, per- 
mit me to say that if there are two words in 
the English language that I hate with a 
hatred which I — may last forever, these 
are the words, Catholic and Protestant. It 
was those words and the untold misery they 
connect that has left my country to-day 
the pauper and the pariah of nations. 
The true Irish Nationalist must learn 
banish these words from his vocab- 
ulary. If Irishmen haven't manhood 
enough to put the cause of their country 
above that of their respective churches they 
will never be anything but what they are, 
and their country will be ever the same piti- 
able object that she is at present. very 
Irishman that knows anything knows that it 
was sectarian bitterness and spite that de- 
feated all Ireland’s efforts to recover her 
liberty, and I therefore unhesitatingly give it 
as my opinion that whatever Irishman puts 
the welfare of whatever sect he belongs to 
above the welfare of his country is a miser- 
able poltroon that every Irish Nationalist 
ought to treat with contempt and scorn. 
lrishmen must learn to put the cause of their 
country above everything,—not only above 
health and wealth, life and death, but above 
religion itself it needs be.

THE THOMAS CONCERTS. 

The Thomas season of concerts has now 
entered uponits last week, and for the clos- 
ing performances an unusually attractive 
series of programs have been prepared. Dur- 
ing the past week there were two features 
which deserve notice. The first of these is 
the Wagner night, and this we only mention 
by way of a suggestion. The program was 
one which a large number of people were 
desirous of hearing, but could not, owing to 
the unusual noise on the tracks outside dur- 
ing the entire evening. Would it not be well, 
therefore, to repeat the program, or at least 
the second part of it, which was devoted to 
the Trilogy,“ and was therefore compara- 
tively new, during the latter part of the 
week ? 

The main feature of interest during the 
week was the performance 0 Lae 
Rubinstein Symphony, the Fifth, “which 
might almost be called the Russian 
Symphony, so full is it of local color. 
We have already printed a detailed descrip- 
tion ot the work, which was warranted by 
the fact that it was played here for the first 
time in this country, if not in the world. It is 
hard and ungrateful to judge of so large a 
work from a single hearing, especially in the 
case of one like this symphony, which, it is 
quite evident, will grow into favor with re- 
peated hearing, and yet it can be credited 
with having made a success as a whole and a 
success of enthusiasm in one of its move- 
ments, the andante, whichis so delightful- 
ly introduced by the horn. So far as form is 
concerned, the first movement, moderato as- 
sai, is very logical and close, and yet suffi- 
ciently melodious to be attractive to one not 
versed in symphonie construction, The sec- 
ond movettent, which is pastoral and even 
jiggy in character, isso bizarre in its prog- 
ress, and its lively theme, the opening one, 
is so tossed about through the orchestra, 
that one is rather surprised, if not dazed, and 
turns with a feeling of relief to the second 
theme, which is very interesting in its char- 
acter and treatment, though it is introduced 
somewhat abruptly. The movement, how- 
ever, is one that will grow, and in parts is 
full of agreeable, lively humor. ‘The 
andante will always be a favorit for its rich, 
smooth; melodious character, and will ap- 
peal to and take captive any ear. The last 
movement is a fine instance of Rubinstein’s 
bold methods of treatment and scoring, and 
it closes with a splendid rush and whirl ef 
full orchestra, which is massive in character 
and apart from the general nature of the 
rest of the work. Asa whole, the symphony 
has not the breadth or depth of some of his 
symphonic work, but it is very graceful and 
melodious, and one, we believe, which will 
be very popular. If there were no other at- 
tractions in it the sprightly allegro and 
lovely, satisfying andante would save it. 
Considering the short time the orchestra had 
it in hand, it was very creditably performed.

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Contagious Dbase Eleven Deaths from 
Small-Pox Testerday-New Cases. 
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During the week just closed the Tenement- 
House Inspectors examined 175 houses of 
2,241 rooms, containing 650 families of 2,872 
persons. Seventy notices to abate nuisances 
were served, and of these nuisances forty- 
two were abated. The casesof defective 
plumbing repaired numbered 84; defective 
drainage, 20; vaults cleaned, 34; soil and 
closet pipes ventilated, 2; catch-basins 
cleaned, 14; catch-basins built, 2; new sew- 
ers built, 2. Three suits were commenced 
for the violation of tenement-house laws. 
Two of the cases were continued, and in the 
third case a fine of $50 was imposed. 

From the report of the Inspe¢tors it ap- 
pears that the following-described houses 
are in a frightfully poor sanitary condition: 

3 SECOND WARD. 

At No. 46744 South Clark street is a frame 
tenement in an overcrowded condition and 
unfit for habitation. It has dirty walls, 
leaky roof, no sewer connections, and has 
stagnant water under the floors and foul 
garbage in the yard, The vaults and closets 
are in a filthy condition. C. L. Jenks is the 
agent. 

At No. 450 South Clark street is a two-story 
frame occupied by four families. The yard 
is filled up with all kinds of filthy deposits; 
the vaults are full and offensive, and the walls 
are black and grimy, while the stairs are 
21 and unsafe.

At Nos. 406-414 South Clark is a three- 
story and basement stone front tenement oc- 
cupied by twenty-three familes, T. F. Eming 
being the agent.

No. 184 Third avenue is a Irish, tenement 
occupied by eight families. It has poorly 
ventilated and offensive closets and dirty 
haliways. C. L. Jenks is the owner. 

FIFTH WARD. 

A two-story brick at No. 2707 Archer ave- 
nue has a basement floor that is covered with 
stagnant water and catch basins that are full 
and most foul, the sewer being choked and 
the drainage generally bad. The house is 
occupied by three families and Mead & Coe 
are the agents. 

At No. 2701 Archer avenue is a two-story 
brick tenement provided with one cioset. 
that is used by about fifty persons, including 
the inmates of the 4 houses. The 
result is that the vault has become full and 
very offensive. Fred Taug is the agent. 

SEVENTH WARD. 

A two-story frame at No. 85 West Thir- 
teenth street has full and offensive vaults 
and defective drainage. ‘The waste pipes are 
not trapped or connected with the sewer, 
their refuse being poured under the floor.

EIGHTH WARD. 

The tenement row at Nos. 418-424 Van Bu- 
ren, is provided with poor plumbing work 
and drainage and very offensive closets.

A frame tenement at No. 572 South Des- 
plaines has poor plumbing and defective 
drainage, there being no traps on any of the 
waste-pipes, and the pipes not being properly 
connected with the sewers, half the refuse 
running on the ound under the honse.

The two-story frame at No. 449 South 
Union street has bad blumbing work. defect- 
ive drainage, and an offensive vault that 
needs cleaning and ventilation.

No. 35 Currier street, a two-story frame, 
occupied by three families, has poor 
drainage, and full and foul 
Vaults.

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THE FISHING-WHEEL. 


How Salmon Are Scooped-Up on the 
Columbia Biver—Great Destruction of 
Small Fish. 

San Francisco (Cal.) Bulletin, Aug. t. 
From an English gentleman who has 


. lately traveled overland from British Colum- 


bia to this city we learn that a new device, 
which has been patented, is now in opera- 
tion taking salmon on the Columbia River. 
The device or machine is known as Will- 
iams’ Patent Fishing-Wheel,”’ and is located 
on the Oregon side of the Columbia River, 


about a mile and a half below the Cascades. 
This device consists of a jetty of rocks built 
out from a point on the shore of the river, 
outside of which is a planked sluiceway, in 
which an undershot wheel with large tank 
buckets revolves. The sluiceway was built 
when the river was at its lowest stage uf water, 
and the wheei is hung so that it can be raised or 
lowered, according to the stage of water. The 
instinct of the salmon is to run up the river 
alongside of the banks instead of mid-channel. 
By this the fish can take advantage of the eddies 
below jutting points of land. On these project- 
ing points the Indians have been from time 
iminemorial taking salmon in large numbers by 
using dip-nets. The jetty built out from the 
point above-named makes a larger and longer 
slack-water behind it, and the salmon 
rounding the point rush into the sluice- 
way to get up the river. In the sluiceway, the 
wheel, which revolves;.in the current, is gaged 
80 as to sweep within a foot of the bottom, and 
the salmon are scooped-up in the tanks or buck- 
ets, which let out the water as they ascend. On 
the wheel descending the fish are thrown out 
into a trough or gutter leading toa pen below, 
where 2 remain until taken away to be 
canned. e arrangement of the sluice, wheel, 
etc., is a most successful one, the catch of adult 
salmon, which are the only ones canned, run- 
ning from 1,500 to 4,000 per day. There is vir- 
tually no expense in taking the fish save attend- 
ing to the pen. 

As the fishermen who take salmon in boats in 
the Lower Columbia River demand and receive 
from 50 to 60 cents per fish from the canneries, 
one can readily see what a vast profit the use of 
the wheel makes to the cannery connected with 
it. In fact, if the use of this wheel increases on 
the Upper Columbia River, the canneries lo- 
cated near Astoria, and all other who depend on 
boat-tishing, will.eitber have to give up busi- 
ness ot ruu at a loss from a reduction in price 
of canued salmon, while their rivals will get 
rich. There are about 3,000 men employed in 
the boats and making nets for salmon on the 
Columbia River, which the — use of this 
wheel will throw out of work, and at the same 
time the permanent plant of the canneries, 
consisting of piers and buildings, esti- 
mated at more than $25,000, will be- 
come worthless. Tnese two items, the 
non-employment of boatmen, etc., and 
— 2 plant of canneries, are, however, the 
eust of the evils which will come from the use 
of Williams’ patent fish- wheel. 

Our informant states that the wheel scoops up 
ali sizes of salmon from one pound weight up- 
ward; that all fish below six pounds’ weight are 
not used in canning, but are thrown back into 
the river dead, and float away. He states that 
at one emptying- out of the pen which he wit- 
nessed several hundreds of the young salmon 
were thrown away us above stated, and that, as 
this occurs three times daily, many thousands 
of iinmature fish are destroyed weekly which 
would in succeeding seasons grow to a size for 
canning. In fact, it is simply a question of a 
few years, say five, with this fisbing-wheel gen- 
erally in use, when ,salmon-canning on the Co- 
iumbia River, which averages from $2,500,000 to 
#500,000,008 annually, will have to cease for want 
of adult fish to can. 

The use of this fishing-wheel means the rapid 
destruction of salmon-cann ing in all rivers that 
have a quick current and rocky shores. It is a 
patent which should be revoked on the ground 
of being “ adverse to public poticy,”’ and its use, 
or kindred devices by which the immature fish 
are destroyed. should be prevented under heavy 
penalties within the limits of the United States. 
it is time that the interests of those who are to 
come after the present generation should be 
protected from wasteful devices, and especially 
in all matters relating to natural sources of fish 
and game food, which the cupidity of individual 
man would destroy with a view solely to his 
present gain. The taking of fish in public wa- 
ters is subject to regulation by law, and the 
Legisiatures of both Oregon and Washington 
Territory should take prompt action by forbid- 
ding the use of this fishing-wheel if they desire 
that the industry of eanning salmon shall con- 
tinue on their rivers in future.

Ho came it to leak out?! said J. 

“It was done,” said Mr. McCloskey, by the 
friends of Samuel J. Tilden ana of Judge Payne, 
of Cleveland. The first we knew of its being 
discovered was Winchester Britton, of Brooklyn, 
coming into our room and asking what was this 
infernal lie that was being circulated against 
Judge Pratt that he had become a convert to 
Catholicism. Now,“ said McCloskey, most of 
us knew the fact, though Britton did not. In 
the next place, Bill Whiting, Judge Payne's 
son-in-law, got hoid of it, aud made the re- 
port go around lively, expecting to kil’ off 
Pratt and get the vote of New York in some 
way for his father-in-law. Finally, Rufus W. 
Peckham, of Albany, said to me: 
there in this story that Judge Pratt is a Papist ? 
*What do you mean by a Papist?’ said I. Why,’ 
replied Peckham,‘ an adherent of the Pope.’ 
‘Suppose Judge Pratt does believe in the Pope,’ 
said ‘a ‘ Why it would make no difference to 
me at all,’ said Peckham, * but it would ve fatal 
to him as a Presidential candidate. In the State 
ot New York Francis Kernan was beaten by 40,- 
000 votes, with a Democratic majority in the 
State, on the sume silent issue. Now, said Ito 
Mr. Peckham, you need not tell me that you are 
sorry to find thisout. It is just music for all 
you Tilden men.“ I ask Mr. McCloskey who 
were the original parties to putting up Judge 
Pratt? There were but four persons in it, 
Judge Pratt himseif, Judge McCue, Mayor 
Grace, of New York, then a private citizen, and 
myself. 5 

i did not say to Mr. McCloskey what I might 
have said—that all four of these men were 
Catholics. It might be noted, too, that they are 
Brooklyn Catholics, and that the Cardinal of the 
United States comes from Brooklyn. 

* What chance had you to nomivate Pratt?“ 
said I to Mr. McCloskey. 

Why. we had made a poll of the New York 
delegation nd we found we had a clear majori- 
ty in tavor of Pratt. That would have given the 
solid vote of New York to Judge Pratt but for 
the discovery of his conversion. As New York 
was the buttle-ground, we thought the Southern 
States, and the States generally. would fall in 
and nominate him. He was a soldier in the Union 
army, and bears a bad wound, and he is a man 
of fine address and a strong jurist.“ 

“It seems to me, Mr. McCloskey,” said I. that 
you regard the Presidency of the United States 
as too much of an amateur othioe. The people 
of this country, generally speaking, had no 
knowledge of such aman as Judge Pratt. He 
has never been in Congress, nor in the Senate, 
nor Governor of a State, nor in any of the 
schools of administration and study which grad- 
uate Presidents.” 

On,“ said Mr. McCloskey, it is rather in a 
man's favor not to be much known when he 
runs for President. If you can get a mau nom- 
inated, the party will support him all the same, 
anyhow. We thought we had a xi man. He

Any pleasant night during the summer 
season a stroll along the Lake-Front and 
through Lake Park, ora trip on the water to 
the Government Pier, affords not only pleas- 
ant recreation, but, at the same time, presents 
an interesting study.

THE QUESTION OF INABIL- 
I : 


Should Gen. Arthur Take the Presi- 
dential Office? 
World, 

It is idle to disguise the truth that certain 
practical dificuities in the interpretation of that 
clause of the second article of the Constitution 
which deals with the subject of a Presidential 
inability exist, which have arisen partly out of 
the phraseology of the clause itself and partly out 
of the past construction of the clause. The 
language ot the clause is that in caseof the re- 
moval of the President from office, or of his 
death, resignation, or inability to discharge the 
powers and duties of the said office, the same 
shall devolve onthe Vice-President, and the 
Oongress may by law provide for the case of re- 
moval, death, resignation, or inability both of 
the President and Vice-President, declaring that 
officer shall then act as President, and such 
officer shall act accordingly until the disability 
be removed or a President shall be elected.“ 

If this clause were to be construed as meant 
that no person can be a President of the Unite 
States save by a regular election to that office, 
but that the person elected as Vice-President of 
the United States shall, in certain contingencies, 
discbarge the duties of the Presidency without 
becomiog himself a President, there might he 
less trouble in meeting the contingency with 
which the country 18 actually confronted. <A 
Vice-President acting as President could cease 
so to act with dignity and prupriety upon the ro- 
covery by the President of his own ability to 
act. But the force of this clause of the Consii- 
tuuon was iirst tested, not by the temporary 
disability, but by the death of a President, and 
when Vice-President Tyler, in April, 1341, found 
himself called upon to act under this clause 
he expressly refused to do this as a Vice- 
President acting as President. He pronounced 
an “inaugural address on the %th of April, 
1541, in which be declared that he bad had de- 
volved upon bim the Presidential office,” and 
that be had been called by the dispensation of 
the Almighty to the high office of President of 
this Confederacy.” Again, in bis first bank 
veto, Mr. Yyler spoke of himself as having 
**succeeded to the Presidential office.” If the 
clause is to be construed as a whole, and the in- 
tefpretation of Mr. Tyler—adopted as it has 
been in two subsequent instances by Mr. Fill- 
more and by Mr. Jobuson, and sanctioned as it 
has been by the assent both of the codrdinate 
branecbes of the Government and of the peopie 
is to be accepted, it would seem that the Vice- 
President once called in to discharge the duties 
of the Presidency “ succeeds to the Presidential 
office.” ceases to be a Vice-President, and be- 
comes a President. How, then. is he to be con- 
verted again into a Vice-President?

Prof. Henry A. Ward, formerly of the 


University of Rochester, N. X., is writing 


letters touching his travels in New Zealand, 
some of which detail singular éxperiences, 


In his last he says: “I came from Auckland 


by steamer south for 125 miles along the east 
coast to the town of Tamanga. I hired a 
twenty-ton cutter and Started to visit the sea 
voleano. We sailed all night, and at 

break we had before us a great mountain of 
black scoria, 830 feet high, from the top of 
which, with much force, went white clouds 
of vapor to a hight of fully 2,000 feet, 
Reaching the shore it was not easy traveling, 
for in places the black pebbles of the beach 
were all astir with water boiling up through 
them—water so hot that a misstep might 
scald the foot seriously. At this point the

We were stopped short bya t 
lake of steaming water, quite filling this end 
of the crater, and being as we could see when 
the clouds lifted, nearly half a mile from 
either side.

fortably bear the hand in it, and was further 


insupportable to either touch or taste bya 165 


strong infusion of alum and sulphurie acid 
which bit 8 at any scratch or sore 
upon our skin.

The latter 
was quoted Saturday in New Tork at $1.29, and 
it can be shipped from this city to that for 64c 
per bu. The confidence which has pushed up 
prices is not, therefore, conned to Chicago. It 
is more nearly universal, whether or not it be 
justified by the facts in the case. 

The latest official estimate or a shortage of 
125,000,000 bu, as compared with last year’s 
wheat crop, is supposed by some to be an exag- 
geration; but there are not wanting oid heads 
in the trade who claim that the shortage wili be 
halt as much again as that. British writers have 
all along been claiming that current prices can- 
not be sustained, and giving as their reason the 
(assumed) fact that Americag wheat will soon 
be pressing upon the European market. It our 
shortage prove to be anything like so great as 
is claimed there will be no pressure, unless it be 
in the other direction. The staple prediction 
that America will bave to begin early and work 
vigorously in order to get rid of its surpius 
may prove a useless haggling about nothing.

A dish of figures forms rather an unprom- 
ising meal for midsummer, but the following 
choice assortment of arithmeticg! data will, 
it is hoped, furnish some interesting facts 
for the general reader. The amount of legal 
business transacted in the various courts of 
record of Cook County can be but faintly 
comprehended from a‘casual glance at the 
daily court record, even though it include 
all the suits, orders, and judgments of the 
day previous. The legal records of Cook 
County are, as a general rule, well kept. 
They bear many marks of the work of care- 
less clerks, who care more for their weekly 
stipend than for order or accuracy in their 
work, but they are commonly accurate and 
legible,—two of the most desirable yualities 
in public documents. It is a misfortune that 
they are not uniform in all the courts, so as 
to make them more readily useful to a 
lawyer who may wish to examine them; 
but this is remedied at the expense of the time 
of some well-paid deputy. The County 
Court records are specially worthy of men- 
tion as being the most methodically kept of 
any of the courts, and arranged so that any 
desired facts can be most easily ascertained. 
It is singular to notice in all the courts, the 
large number of 

SUITS THAT ARE NEVER TRIED, 


but which, after being for years on the 
records, are finally swept off, by a general 
docket, for want of prosecu- 
tion. Asa general rule, they represent cases 
begun in anger, or to force asettlement, and. 
or the Lrate 
creditor having recovered from his passion, 
the suitis abandoned without the formality 
of a dismissal. A introd attempt was made 
a year or so ago to introduce a radical change 
by having butone session of court a day, 
from 10 o’clock in the morumg until 8 o clock 
in the afternoon, None of the common-law 
Judges, however, seemed to favor it, and it 
was at length abandoned. The proposed 
change would have been very advantageous 
in many respects, butit would have been a 
hard strain on the average juror.

BANKRUPTCY. 

Although the Bankrupt law was repealed 
Aug. 31, 1878, there are 922 suits in bank- 
ruptey still pending. The parties in these 
cases, — 15 cannot take any steps with- 
out special leave from Judge Blodgett, as 
their cases stand in such a way thev ean 
be dismissed on petition of any objecting 

In about 200 cases the jaar 2 
are entitled to their discharges. About fifty 
of the cases are still pending after the die.

„ SUPERIOR COURT. 

The Superior Court heads the list as to the 
number of suits begun. It has always been 
the favorit court Gor collection suits, Judge 
Gary having clung tenaciously to the five- 
day rule, as it was called, until the Supreme 
Court expressly and repeatedly held that rule 
unconstitutional. The bulk ot the chancery 
business tends toward the Circuit Court, 
partly because there are two Chancellors in 
the latter Court, partly because Judge Jame- 
son, notwithstanding his great ability, is by 
no means a popular Chancery Judge. The 
main part of the appeal suits are also taken 
to the Circuit Court, on account of some sup- 
posed possible invalidity of an appeal to the 
Superior Court. These appeals in both 
courts cause great annoyance to lawyers in 
the call of the calendars. They are often, 
perhaps in a majority of cases, only taken for 
delay, and are disinissed W hen reached on the 
eall of the calendar. This puts a lawyer 
out by making an unexpected run on the 
call, and he finds his case suddenly called 
for trial before he is, or can reasonably 
expected to be, ready. ‘There should be 
A SEPARATE CALENDAR OF APPEAL CASES, 
as it would very greatly expedite matters 
and accommodate the attorneys. The pre- 
liminary calls, which many of the Judges 
make, tend, however, to do away to a great 


extent with this annoyance, and ouglit to be 


introduced by all of them. A notice of two 
or three days, however, should be given of a 
general call beforehand, so that lawyers 
could not be surprised. ‘The courts have 
been running be hind hand for years, and the 
press of business has compelled the Judges 

to be very strict as to the dismissal of cases, 
Many of the Judges by this haye laid 
the:nselyes open to the severest cen- 
sure, In their endeavor to get 
through their calendars in the shortest 
time possibl they have forgotten entirely 
the object bf their’ office.—to do justice, —and 
have at times been guilty of the brossest in- 
justice. It ie not fair or right to dismiss a 
case simply because a lawyer is absent. un- 
less he is shown to have been negligent. 

With fifteen Judges in session ata time, and 
one’s office practice in addition, a lawyer 
finds it impossible to attend toall his busi- 
ness, Judge Anthony has been the subject 
of the greater part of the fault-finding by his 
exceedingly harsh enforcement of the rulein 
dismissing cases on-account of the absence 
of some of the lawyers, and then refusing to 
reinstate on good cause shown.

Number of cases pending, about 
Number of judgments satisfied in full 
Number of judgments partly satisfied, 
PROBATE OOURT.

where at least $200,000 is spent yearly. Only 
about 15 per cent of all the judgments re- 
covered are paid, and it will be found, on a 
little computation, that, in 13 it costs 
nearly a dollar for every dollar recovered by 
suit. In chancery cases the rule, of course 
is not applicable, for there the relief obtained 
is often not to be measured by dollars and 
cents. But even with all due allowance, it 
will be seen by the above figures that it does 
not pay financially to go to law.

Of 
the buildings now going up, the Sheridan 
will do away with two rented structures, the 
Wicker Park with four, the Central Park 
with two, and the California avenue with 
one. ‘The object of the Board is to get rid of 
the rented buildings, most of them being 
poorly arran poorly lighted. Last 
ear two twelve-room and three fifteen-room 
uildings were opened, and those to be 
opened this year will not accommo- 
date all the children who want to 
tend school. It is difficult to tell 
how many will be left out. The natural 
growth is 3,000 a year, and that demands two 
fifteen-room and two twelve-roem build- 
ings.

because no one could anticipate what Chica- 
go wasto be. Really, more buildings are 
needed than the Board is erecting; and when 
one is completed, more room than ‘it contains 
is needed. Nearly all the schools are 
overcrowded, and some of them have 
three, four, and five rented buildings, | tne 
and others half-day sessions 
to — rng there isn’t a city in the 
country where you will find so little orna- 
mentation on school buildings as in Chicago. 
The walls are plain brick, and the finishin 
is plain, but the rooms are well lighted — 
ventilated. As a whole, the schools are plain 
and substantial, and are erected at as little 
expense as possible. 

ON THE WRONG TRACK. 

It may be that there are not school-houses 
enough to accommodate all the children who 
want primary instruction, but the Board of 
Education appears to be pursu the wrong 
track in its attempts to supply this need. It 
appears to be controlled by some real-estate 
men, some Aldermanic pressure, or some 
vague desire for spending money generously 
and recklesly, rather than by a desire 
to accommodate those who need instruction. 
For instance, what excuse is there for the 
erection of a big building out near Central 
Park, where there are no children to fill it, 
and it has to remain closed at a time when 
other schools are open, frem sheer lack of 
pupils? The money expended: in rearing 
that pile could lave been used to advantage, 
age in putting up cheap primary schools 

n those parts of the city where there are 
thousands of children who need, and whose 
poverty enables them to obtain, onl the sim- 
ut since: 
the Central Park school is built, let the 
Board stop, for the time being, erecting any 
— houses on the West Side, to remodel 


CHANGE THE BOUNDARIES 
of the school districts so as to provide 
enough pupils for the new building at 
Central Park and thus relieve the 
pressure in the other school districts, 
so that the erection of new buildings may be- 
come unnecessary. Let the Board, instead 
of consulting the wishes of a few people who 
want to have their children sent to certain 
schools, lay out the districts with a view to 
the accommodation of the majority. This 
absurdity of having one school empty and 
another full is to remedied, not by the 
erection of another school build ding to relieve 
the overflowing school, but by changing the 
district lines so as to bring about an equality.

STREETS AND BOULEVARDS. 
The General Superintendent of the South 
Park Board, in his last monthly statement, 
reports that the Michigan avenue improve- 
ment has p very satisfactorily. 
About 900 feet have been covered with two 


courses of slag, upon which the gravel is be- 
ing placed. About 300 lineal feet of gutters 
are already laid. The grading of the drive- 
way has been completed to Eighteenth 
street. The flag sidewalk has been laid to 
Twentieth — — the sandstone is now 
laid trom — street south. 
Thirty-fifth street is bemg graded by the con- 
tractors in a satisfactory manner. 

The Brush Electric Light Company have 
8 a proposition to the South Park Board 

to light the Michigan avenue boulev ard. 
The distance from Jackson street along 
Michigan avenue and Thirty-fifth street to 
Grand boulevard was said to be 18,500 feet. 
With 370 gas lamps at a distance of fifty feet 
apart they would aggregate a total of 310,000 
as construction account, to which may be 
added $8,791.20 for gas, lighting, etc. The 
illuminating power of the 370 lights does not 
more than equal sixteen Brush lights. The 
Brush Company will furnish ninety electric 
lights, equaling in power 2,000 gas lights 
(such as are used by the city) for the term of 
one year for $19,710, averaging the same time 
each night as the Gas 4 ng en of Chicago 
report the gas lights to have been burned in 
the street lamps,—about seven hours per 
night. The Company will furnish power, 
lamps, wires, carbons, the care of same; in 
fact, everything but the stationary supports 
for the ninety ayo 

The South Park Board have notified the 
contractor for broken stone to be delivered 
on Michigan avenue, from Park place to 
Thirty fifth street, that he must. steadily in- 
crease the quantities of delivery of such ma- 
teriai until Sept. 1 next, when the daily de- 
livery shall be not less than 200 — If he 
fails to do so, his contract ry, eng declared 
forfeited, and the cost of fulfilling it charged 
to him and his bondsmen.
